ATHENS, April 2.—Midnight.—A _ spe- 
cial dispatch received from the frontier 
asserts that the Turks, while attacking 
Mati, were repulsed.several times yester- 
day.

BATTLE OF MATT. 


Six Hours of Carnage in Which the 
Greeks Suffered the More. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 244.—Particulars of the 
battle at Mati received here say that the 
Turks attacked the place in strong force at 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Although 
greatly outnumbered, the Greek General 
with his brigade made a gallant defence. 
After six hours’ fighting a council of war 
was held on the field, presided over by 
Crown Prince Constantine, who had taken 
part in the battle. It was decided to fall 
back and the retreat was effected in good 
order. 

The carnage on both sides during the bat- 
tle at Mati was terrific, but the Greeks 
suffered the most. The troops retreated in 
good order without the slightest sign of 
panic. The Greeks abandoned the entire 
plains of Thessaly and are not being pur- 
sued by the Turks. 

Tipon reaching Pharsala the troops began 
enemy has remained in the vicinity of 
pursuit by the Turks. Strange to say the 
enemy has remained in the vicinity of 
Larissa and has yet made no move South- 
ward. 

As may well be supposed the news of the 
retreat of the army has thrown this city 
into a state of great consternation. Athens 
streets are full of weeping women and 
wildly excited men, There is no thought of 
surrender, however. All the talk is of war 
to the bitter end. 

People here fully realize the situation, but 
have by no means abandoned hope, Their 
hopes center upon Bulgaria. If the Baikan 
states will only make up their minds to 
step forward and take a hand in the fight 
and stop flirting the gauntiet In Turkey's 
face, the Moslem may yet be driven over 
the Pindus. Before receiving news of to- 
day’s disaster there was much repoicing 
among the people here over a dispatoh 
from Arta which stated that two Albanian 
regiments had mutinied and another had 
surrendered to Col. Manos. 

An answer to a telegram of inquiry sent 
to Sofia to-day, says that matters in Bul. 
gar'a are very serious, and that a deciara- 
tion of independence is being discussed by 
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women, frenzied with patriotism and fired 
by a noble purpose. 

Half a dozen or more attacks were made 
by the Turks before they finally succeeded 
in driving the Greeks back to Kazablar, 
where it is expected the next battle will 
take place.

Zhe Constantinople correspondent of the 
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\ewbun Speaker ‘aie says it is understood 
there that Germany influenced the Sultan 
to take the stand he did. The correspond- 
ent predicts a fanatical raid by the Mos- 
jlema throughout the world if Turkey is 
victorious. His cablegram reproduced in 
the Sun says in part: 

“If there is wer to-day in Thessaly, it is 
simply because the concert of Europe has 
taken sides with the Turk and given the 
Sultan to understand that he can have 
as free a hand in Greece as in Armenia. 
The Sultan was not much inclined to take 
the chances of war, and it is believed here 
that Germany influenced him to take the 
final step. The other powers advised peace, 
but assured him Europe would not inter- 
fere to ald the Greeks. Even now the war 
might be stopped, but no power honestly 
and heartily wishes to stop this war. Lord 
Salisbury preferred to let things drift, with 
the vague idea that this war would be 
better than nothing, and that something 
would come which would end the long and 
wearisome period of fruitless negotiations. 
He hoped possibly that the Turks might be 
beaten and the Sultan’ frightened into sub- 
mission, and that even if he was victorious 
he would come out of the war in a condition 
of helpless bankruptcy and too weak to re- 
sist the Powers, 

“The Turkish armies ought to be in 
Athens within a month. For the Turks 
this is strictly a religious war. They are 
full of fanaticism and drunk with the 
blood of the Armenians. The idea that the 
Sultan, even if he should be victorious, will 
come out of the war readier than now to 
abdicate his power comes from a mistaken 
view of his character and policy. It does 
not follow, from his fear of assassination 
and his apparent vacillation in dealing 
with the Ambassadors, that he is a weak 
man without a fixed policy, On the con- 
trary, he is a very etrong man, with the 
indomitable purpose to restore the power 
and glory of the Caliphat. Success in this 
war will make him stronger and more de- 
flant than ever. It will arouse the cour- 
age and fanaticism of the Moslems 
throughout the world. Already the Fella- 
heen as well as the Pashas of Egypt are 
contributing money for the war against the 
Infidel, and Mecca has appealed to India 
to come to the Sultan’s aid,” 
Commenting on the situation In the East 
the Sun in a semi-editorial review says: 
‘““The Central European press differs widely 
from the English press in its interpretation 
of Emperor William’s attitutde to Turkey 
and Greece. Its views may be summarized 
thus: “It is taken for granted in Germany 
and Austria that the Emperor has had the 
sole purpose of pleasing the Czar and re- 
establishing the traditional friendship be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Berlin. On his 
deathbed the old Emperor’s parting injunc- 
tion to his grandson was to be ‘considerate 
with the Czar.’ This injunction the young 
Emperor has striven to carry out in the 
present crisis, as he strove to carry it out 
in the concert with France and Russia at 
the close of the Chinese-Japanese war, In 
the present case the Emperor has been 
moved also by -highest diplomatic ambi- 
tion—to drive a wedge into the dual alli- 
ance, According to the anti-French utter- 
ances of the St. Petersburg press he has 
been successful in this. In both Vienna and 
Berlin the dual alliance is regarded as split 
squarely in two, and the continued evi- 
dences of French sympathy with Greece 
go far to strengthen the Austro-German 
view of the situation. 

“Undoubtedly the German Emperor's 
views have been influential at the Yildiz 
Kiosk. As Sir Charles Diike has said 
repeatedly, Germany's influence at Con- 
stantinople is always second, no matter 
whose is first. At present, and for a year 
or more, Russia has been first, and hence 
the co-operation of the Emperor and the 
Czar in Constantinople has probably been 
decisive. 

“Russia has taken sides against the 
Greeks, sa Germany has done the same. 
The knowledge that he had both powers 
with h'm may have nerved the Sultan to ac- 
tion; if so, the primary influence was Rus- 
sia’s, and Germany’s infiuence was merely 
contributory. 

“It would be hard to account for Ger- 
many’s attitude in any other way, as her 
direct interest in the course of events in 
Southeastern Europe ere inflinitesimal com- 
pared with those of any other great Eu- 
ropean power.” 


BULGARIA’S BOLDNESS. 


She Refuses to Acknowledge Her Vas- 
salage to Turkey. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 24.—As pre- 
viously announced in these dispatches, the 
Turkish Government, some days ago, 
called upon Bulgaria, as the vassal of Tur- 
key, to break off all diplomatic relations 
with Greece and to expel the Greek Con- 
suls and Greeks from Bulgarian territory. 
The Bulgarian Government took the mat- 
ter under consideration_and, it is now an- 
nounced, has declined to comply, declaring 
that she will observe neutrality during the 
war between Turkey and Greece. 

This refusal of Bulgaria to acknowledge 
her vassalage to Turkey is regarded as be- 
ing a very important departure and as fore- 
shadowing the declaration of the inde- 
pendence of Bulgaria, 

The Ambassadors of the powers, at a 
meeting just held, have decided to address 
identical notes to the Turkish Government. 
asking that the Greeks employed by the 
foreign Ministers, Consulates and hospitals 
and all Greek ecclesiastics be permitted to 
remain in Turkey. The Ambassadors also 
propose that the foreign Consulates use 
their good offices in behalf of the Greeks 
who represent the interests of foreign cap- 
ital, and finally, they will recommend that 
in any case the Turkish Government should 
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observe moderation in carrying out the ex- 
pulsion of the Greeks. 

The question is a very serious one, as at 
Constantinople alone there are 40,000 Greeks 
and throughout Turkey there are 200,000. 
Fears are expressed that disturbances will 
occur during the Greek Eastertide, which 
begins to-day, Nevertheless, a notice was 
read in all the mosques yesterday, enjoin- 
ing the Turks not to molest the, peaceable 
Greeks, the war being a matter between 
the two armies. 

Izzet Bey was unexpectedly summoned 
to the Yildis Kiosk yesterday, and it Is 
now supposed the Sultan has reinstated 
him as his favorite and second secretary, 


ALBANIANS DESERT. 


Four Battalions of the Turkish Army 
Join the Greeks. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April %.—The most 
alarming news received from Epirus is that 
four battalions of Albanians, belonging to 
the Luros division of the Turkish army, have 
mutined and are said to have deserted to 
the Greeks. 

An official dispatch dated to-day from the 
Turkish commander of the army corps at 
Janina, Epirus, announces that efter a des-. 
perate battle, lasting over seven hours, the 
Turks have captured Fort Beshphoumar, 
where the Greeks were intrenched after 
crossing the frontier and advancipg along 
the River Luro: 

Other news received here from Epirus is 
serious. The Greek division which defeated 
the Turks at Fillippiada is continuing its 
march on Janina, near which place a strong 
Turkish force is gathered, and an important 
batle will most likely be fought

ADVANCE OF THE GREEKS. 


Part of the Army Said to Have Pene- 
trated Beyond Elassona. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 24.—Advices 
from the seat of war indicate that the 
Greek forces have penetrated into Turkish 
territory, reaching the rear of Elassona on 
the Mount Olympus side, which is serious 
news for the Turks, if true. 

The divisions of the Turkish army sta- 
tioned at Monastier and Salonika are about 
to start for Elagsona. 

Edhem Pasha telegraphs that on Thurs- 
day the Korké@in division of the Turkish 
army pursued t enemy and captured a 
quantity of ammiunition, ‘provisions and 
rifles. A portion of the fifth division, oocu- 
pying Diskata, firmly maintained its posi- 
tion, inflicted considerable loss on the ene- 
my and captured two prisoners. The Turk- 
ish commander also announces that there 
was fighting at Mila on Thursday and that 
a sharp fusillade began at Tchay Hissar 
at 11 o’clock that night. 


GREEK WESTERN SQUADRON. 


Santa Quaranta Bombarded and Tur- 
kish Supplies Destroyed. 


ATHENS, Apri] 2%4.—A dispatch received 
from the Greek commander in Epirys, Col. 
Manos, announces that the Greeks have 
occupied Kuausades, near Strevina. The 
Greek scouting parties have reached points 
close to Fort Pente Pegadia. 

The Greek squadron which bombarded 
Santa Quaranta, left Corfu yesterday morn- 
ing, and on arriving in the Bay of Santa 
Quaranta, mediately formed in line of 
battle. The warships were spread out fan 
shape and the torpedo boats occupied points 
of vantage. Fire was opened with the live- 
liest kind of a cannonade for two hours, 
the great destructiveness of which was soon 
observed in dismantled buildings every- 
where, while the flames broke out In many 
places. The fire of the Greek gunners wag 
directed admirably and no ammunition was 
wasted. The Turkish garrison about noon 
was seen to have sought refuge in the fort, 
The Turks were supposed to number about 
600 men. 

The Greek naval commander then decided 
to land a detachment and complete the de- 
struction of the large quantities of food 
stored there for the use of the Turkish for- 
ces in Epirus. The bombardment by the 
fleet was thereupon redoubled, and under 
this fire a detachment of Greek sailors was 
landed and immediately proceeded to de- 
stroy the stores of the Turks, beginning 
with 1,600 sacks of flour which were found 
on the quays. After rapidly completing this 
work, while the fleet imposed silence on the 
fort, the Greeks set fire to the remaining 
storehouse and destroyed large quantities 
of munitions of war which had been col- 
lected for the use of the Turkish forceg in 
Epirus After this work was completed, the 
Greek sailors returned to thelr ships, leay- 
ing the whole place in flames and bringing 
with them fifty Christians who had hoisted 
a white flag over a house in which they had 
collected. The -Greek gunners took special 
care to avoid hitting this building. The 
casualties of the Greeks throughout the 
bombardment and the subsequent landing

BATTLE OF NEZEROS. 


Detailed Description of Interesting 
Military Operations.. 


LONDON, April 24.—The Associated Press 
special dispatches from Larissa, dated April 
18, 19 and W, delayed in transmission, owing 
to the enormous congestion of the wires 
with official communications to Athens, re- 
ceived in London up to midnight, confirm 
the previous advices from Larissa, more 
complete details of the conflicts being given. 

Ragarding the battle of Nezeros, the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, wiring 
on April 18, déscribes the difficulties of 


dragging to the crest of Annunciation Hill 
by mules and men four guns which arrived 
that morning. Many hours were spent bo- 
fore the mountain battery was placed in 
position on the great ridge above the lake 

Hardly had it been located, and scarcely 
had the gunners opened fire, before the 
enemy debouched from the thick wood on 
top of Marcasj hill, and, forming steadily 
into a column, swept rapidly toward the 
Greek position. Then the value of the 
mountain battery became immediately ap- 
parent. swe shells from the guns com- 
manded by Capt. Pieres fell in the center 
of the Turk! sh column, exploding with great 
havoc. The column wavered, haited and re- 
tired for shelter in the wood. 

Later the Turks, adopting the plan of 
open formation, three times attempted to 
rush to the top of the hill, coming on im- 
eteously and animating each other with 
oud cries, but the Evzones, whose disct- 
pline was ‘of the very best, extended their 
ranks in admirable order on the lower 
slopes of Annunciation Hill and poured in 
& gteady and wel! aimed fire, which wags 
well supported by the shells from Capt. 
Peires’ guns, 

The position proved insurmountable and 
when night fell hostilities ceased. The 
Greeks strengthened their’ position. The 
next day in obedience to orders from the 
Crown Prince they acted strictly on the 
defensive. The urkish fire was poor. 

Of the Greeks, eight were killed and 
twenty wounded.

The men who took part In the fight which 
Pesulted in the cutting of Linden ran east 
On Wash etreet before bystanders had a 
@hance to stop them. 

Linden had been in the saloon drinking 
All evening. 

He had two biundies which he asked Bar- 
tender Barney Houston to put behind the 
#@ounter until he called for them, 

About 11:30 last evening he left the sa- 
Joon, but came back in a few minutes later 
to get his bundles. 

He took another drink and went out with 
@ package under each arm. 

He could not more than have emerged 
from the eide gate than those in the sa- 
Joon heard the sound of angry voices on 
the pavement near the back door leading to 
the yard. 

A minute later Linden came staggering 
Shrough the side door. 

His face was deathly pale and his bands 
Were clasped across his stomach. 

“I’m out,” he said. Then he dropped to 
the floor. 

Houston ran out the front door and found 
Policeman Rodch a block away. 

An ambularice took Linden to the Dis- 
Pensary, where his wound was pronounced 
fatal. 

At the City Hospital it was said he would 
Probably die. 

Linden is married and lives at 1822 North 
Tenth street. 

The police have sixteen men locked up 
at the Fourth District Police Station, but 
S@dimit they have no evidence against any 
of them, save that they were in the neigh- 
Dorhood at the time of the cutting. 

The suspects are reticent, and statements 
could be obtained but from few of them. 

They all appear to be as densely ignorant 
of the affair as the police. 

Those arrested at 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing were Barney Houston, bartender at the 
paloon where the stabbing occurred; Pat- 
rick Lyons, butcher, 2217% O'Fallon street; 
Lucius Buckner, colored, 1325 Linden street; 
Patrick Holmes, 2913% North Thirteenth 
®ireet; Edward Mattox, 14064% Cass avenue; 
William Walsh, George C. Colvin and Wil-

BEFORE THE REFORM CLUB. 


OLD PLATITUDES REPEATED. 


Talks of a Reunited Democracy and 
Then Denounces Those Who Be- 
lieve in Free Silver. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—The annual Re- 
form Club dinner at the Waldorf to-night 
was the largest of the kind ever given by 
the club. Former President Cleveland de- 
livered a speech on “The Present Prob- 
lems.” John G. Carlisle spoke on “Sound 
Currency” and William L. Wilson on “‘Tar- 
iff Reform,” Edward M. Shepard on “Mu- 
nicipal Administration,” W. D. Bynum on 
“The National Democracy,’’ Congressman 
Turner of Georgia on ‘The Political Out- 


look” and Josiah Patterson of Tennessee 
on “Andrew Jackson and the Restoration 
of Gold Currency.”’ 

Former Congressman John Dewitt War- 
ner presided. The most remarkable happen- 
ing at the dinner was the momentary fail- 
ure of many of the guesis to recognize Mr. 
Cleveland. As soon as the error was dis- 
covered it was rectified with much enthusli- 
asm, but for a moment the scene was em- 
barrassing. Mr. Cleveland has grown much 
younger looking since his release from the 
cares of office. Mr. Carlisle met with a 
similar lack of acquaintance when he en- 
tered the corridor leading to the dinner 
room. 

Mr, Cleveland sat on the right hand of 
Frecseeat Warner and Wil'iam L. Wilson on

Among the prominent guests be-ides tho:e 
mentioned were: Simon 8.

Crimmons, E. C. Benedict 
and Richard Watson Gilder. 

After cigars had been lighted President 
Warner made a brief speech and in turn 
called upon these gentlemen to respond to 
the toasts as given. 

Mr, Cleveland spoke as follows: 

“We are gathered here to-night as 
atriotic citizens, anxious to do something 
Oward reinstating the prosperity of our 
fellow countrymen and protecting the fair 
fame of our nation against shame and 
scandal. On every side we are confronted 
with popular depression and complaint. 
These are largely due to causes of natural 
and certain recurrence, as the inevitable 
accompaniment of all human endeavor, and 
perhaps they are as largely due to the work 
of agitators and demagogues who have 
busily sowed the seeds of discontent, in 
order that in the harvest they may reap 
personal advantage. Di&tressing ills, real 
and imaginary, have been so constantly and 
luridly presented to the minds of honest 
men that they are tempted to accept with- 
out taking counsel of reason or judgment, 
any nostrum cunningly offered as a remedy 
for their low condition. But even so prom- 
ising a fleld as this has not satisfied the 
designs of ruthless agitators. While scat- 
tering the seeds of discontent they have 
also cultivated a growth of sectional and 
class suspicion and distrust, which threatens 
to choke or destroy that fraternal feeling 
which leads to considerate counsel in the 
day of common minsfortune, and which is 
absolutely essentia] to the success of our 
plan of government. 

“The fundamental truth that our free in- 
stitutions offer opportunities to all within 
their influence for the advancement of their 
condition, has been so far denied that hon- 
est accumulation is called a crime and the 
necessity and habit of individual effort and 
strugele, which are the mainsprings of 
sturdy Americanism, are described as up- 
justifiable burdens, while unwholesome pa- 
ternalism is presented in handsome and in- 
viting garb. 

“Those enlisted tn this crusade of discon- 
tent and passion, proclaiming themselves 
the friends of the people, exclude from that 
list all their countrymen, except those most 
unfortunate or unreasonable, and those 
whom they themselves have made the most 
discontented and credulous. These forces 
and conditions have for years, with greater 
or less distinctness, hovered about our Na- 
tional life, lacking effective organization 
and concentration, neglected by those who 
deprecated their existence, and unheeded 
even by those who partly appreciated their 
dangerous tendency. 

“In the meantime there has laid in wait, 
behind them all,an mnpatient power ready 
to marshal them in effective activity when 
depression, misfortune, he and pas- 
sion had done their work. Th's power, born 
of sordid greed, and maintained by selfish 
interest and partisan ambition, has at last 
assumed command, and has largely re- 
cruited its waiting forces by inflaming 
those inclined to be patient with tales of an 
ancient crime against their rights to be 
avenged, by encouraging the restiess and 
turbulent with hints of greater license, 
and by offering to the poor as a smooth 
road to wealth and to those in debt as 
a plan for easy payment, and to those who 
from any cause are unfortunate and dis- 
couraged as a remedy for all their ills, the 
free and unlimited and independent coinage 
of silver at the rate of 16 to 1, with a depre- 
‘elated currency and cheap money. 

“Tt was a rudé awakening for the negli- 
gent and over-confident, and a day of ter- 
ror for sober and patriotic men when the 
bold promoters of this reckless greed cap- 
tured the organizations of a powerful po- 
litical party, and, seizing the banners, 
shouted defiance to the astonished con- 
science and conservatism of the country. 
Hosts of honest men in DbDilind localities 
athered behind the party flag they had 
been accustomed to follow, failing to disco- 
er that thelr party legends had been ef- 
faced. None can forget the doubt and fear 
of that boisterous and passionate campaign 
when the fate of the nation seemed [In the 
halance. The danger of the situation arose 
from the nasty impulse of those whose mis- 
fortunes had been cruelly played upon, and 
from the enthusiasm of unquestioning party 
fealty. The deliverance came through the 
action of those who saw the trick and 
loved the principles of their party too well 
to follow its stolen banners in an attack 
upon those national safeguards 
party, as well as patriotism should at all 
times defend.

INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 


Athens Has Gone Wild Over the War 
Situation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—The most intense 
enthusiasm continues to prevail here, cables 
the World correspondent from Athens, 

Foreign volunteers arrive daily, in in- 
creasing humbers. Yesterday the Garibaldi 
brothers reached the city with more than 
2,000 followers eager to get to the front. 

The entire police force of Athens has been 
ordered to join the forces now under the 
Crown Prince. Greeks, wild to fight, are 
pouring into the city from every foreign 
land, save Turkey, where they are prevented 
from leaving the Sultan’s territory. Queen 
Olga alone would keep the enthusiasm here 
at fever heat, if only by her visits to the 
hospitals, where she daily attends the 
wounded. 

The correspondent interviewed wounded 
men in all the hospitals to-day. To a man 
they were eager to return to the fight. The 
newspapers are printing special editions 
every hour. In them Is expressed the bit- 
ter feeling which pervades Greece against 
Germany, which country is blamed here 
for Turkey’s declaration of war. The bit- 
terness is enhanced by the appearance of 
several German military officers in the 
ranks of the enemy. 

Prince Maurocordatos, lately «Greek 
Minister at Constantinople, tells the cor- 
respondent that he has no fear of Greeks in 
Turkey being massacred at present. Such 
a course, the Prince says, would imperil 
the existence of the Ottoman Bmpire. 

The Prince says that the Greeks now in 
Turkey are eager to avail themselves of 
American protection, and that the sympa- 
thy expressed in America for the Greek 
cause was appreciated by Greeks every- 
where. 

In the mountain passes bordering on 
Thessaly there is desperate hand to hand 
fighting. In these passes the Greek artil- 
lery is doing terrible execution in the hordes 
of Turkish cavalry. If these horsement 
reach the plains it is feared they will 
ravage the peaceful homes there. 

Fierce buerilla wer is being waged along 
the entire lina) Macedonian Insurgents are 


reported as having destroyed the raiiroad 
and bridges beyond Salonica thus cutting 
off communication with Constantinople. 
“The news of the defeat of the Greek 
army caused the most intense emotion in 
Athens,” wires the Sun correspondent from 
London.

What occurred at the 
meeting has not been divulged. Communi- 
cation with Larissa has been cut off since 
early this afternoon, and the detalis of the 
retreat ure not known other than that it 
was successfully accomplished.

THE TRIAL AND SENTENCE OF 
DR. PETERS, 


BARBARITIES IN AFRICA. 


The Doctor Coolly Pleaded Expediency 
for a Series of Diabolical 
Cruelties, 


BERLIN, April 24.—The indictment of Dr. 
Peters, the German-African commissioner 
whose trial on charges of ill treating Afri- 
can natives commenced in private before 
the Disciplinary Court for German Protec- 
torates, charges him, firstly, with arbi- 
trarily hanging a negro boy in 1891 and 
with «hanging a girl in 1892; secondly, with 
unjustly making war upon Chief Malimai 
in November, 1891, and thirdly, with fur- 
nishing incorrect reports to the superior au- 
thorities. 

Dr. Peters protested that he was not 

ilty, and affirmed that he. believed that 

® possessed the power of life or death over 
ail the blacks on the station, except those 
who were members of the German colonial 
force. -He admitted having undertaken an 
extensive campaign contrary to his instruc- 
tions; but, he continued, the situation was 
then dangerous, as an attack upon the part 
of the Warongos was feared, and he claimed 
he was obliged to inflict the death penalty 
in order to save German prestige when the 
station house was broken into, because he 
had previously announced that the penalty 
of death would be the punishment for so 
doing, the question of sex being quite sub- 
ordinate. 

The captain admitted that he had flogged 
three negresses, but he denied that he had 
executed his cancubine for faithlessness, ex- 
Plaining that she was hanged for conspiracy 
with a native chief against the expedition. 

Lieuts. Pachmann and Janieke testified in 
eupport of Dr. Peters. The trial closed to- 
day with a verdict sentencing Dr. Péers to 
dismissal from the imperial service and to 
pay the costs of the trial. 

The principal innovation which Germany 
will propose at the International Postal 
Congress was and will be the raising of the 
letter weight from 15 to 20 grammes. This 
is opposed by France and Beigium, they be- 
ing the two main transit countries who 
would lose largely thereby, as the fees 
woul't » be inc’rcased wita tho increased 
weight and increased work.

EX-OFFICER CLOONAN’S STORY. 


In Conjunction With Disappearance 
of Dr. Forster’s Picture From the 
Chief’s Office It Looks Ominous.

Four Courts gossip keeps ringing the 
changes on an dmpending shake-up in the 
Police Department and not a man in it 
from the Chief down, feels secure in his 
present position.

“Where did yo get this information?’

On the morning of March 8, which was 
Monday, Chief Harrigan went into his of- 
fice and on looking around noticed 
that the smiling face of Dr. Otto 
Ff. Forster, which had been beaming 
down upon him from the wall, was missing. 

The picture, a present to the Chief from 
the Commissioner when he was Vice-presi-

John C. Allen, Superintendent of the 
Southern Electric Railway, is critically ill 
at his home, 343 South Jefferson avenue. 
Three physicians were itn attendance last 
night, and it was doubted that he would 
live through the night. He had suffered 
four strokes of apoplexy since 7:30 Pp. m, 
Friday. 

Mr. Allen never before knew a day’s iIl- 
ness in the 87 years of his life. Friday he

felt unusually strong and active, and dur- 
ing the afternoon personally superintended 
some work on South Broadway. After a 
hearty supper he went to the office to have 
somes extra cars put on the line for the 
dance at Jefferson Barracks. As he en- 
tered the office at Broadway and Gasconade 
street, he met Night Foreman Callahan. 
With a cherry “Good evening’ he passed 
into his private room, } 
Callahan wished to speak to him, and fol- 
lowed close behind. 

As Mr. Allen reached his desk he gave a 
deep groan, The foreman rushed ferward, 
but too late. Mr. Allen swayed a moment, 
then fell forward with a crash, smashing 
his nose against the edge of the desk, cut- 
ting a gash in it and badly discoloring the 
whole upper partion of his face. 

He was placed in a chair and aid sum- 
moned. No physician could be found, and 
the unconscious form was placed in @ car- 
riage and taken home, 

Dr, George B. Borgelt, at 3559 North Jef- 
ferson avenue, was called in and revived 
the stricken man. He grew rapidly better 
and at 8 o'clock dismissed J. iMinary, 
manager of the company, who ‘had been 
notified of the superintendent's iliness, and 
other friends who had gathered at the 
house to render assistance. Mr. Allen then 
fell inte a light sleep. 

At ll o'clock, and as suddenly as the 
first, came the gecond stroke. 

Dr. Borgelt was hastily recalled and 
messengers were sent for Drs. Lutz and 
Stofel. The condition of the sufferer grew 
worse, and a third stroke at 3 a. m. Sat- 
urday was at first thought fatal. 

Another followed a few hours later, and 
the three physicians at the bedside were 
almost ready to despair. — 

The patient rallied again after this at- 
tack and grew steadily better as the morn. 
ing advanced, ~ payed before noon Dr. Lutz 
tapped an artery in the left arm, exéracting 
a quantity of blood. 

During the afternoon, however, Mr. Allen 
did not gather strength as rapidly as was 
hoped, but seemed to be drifting nearer the 
condition that marked the approach of the 
dreaded attacks. The physicians do not 
attempt to conceal the gravity of the case 
and have in a measure prepared the sick 
man's family and associates for the worst. 
He has a wife and two daughters, Lily, 
aged 123 years, and Mabel, aged 6 years. 
Mr. Allen ta one of the foremost street 
railway men in St. Louls. His whole busi- 
ness life has been spent in the service. In 
1879, when he was 20 years old, he drove a 
Broadway car. In 188 he performed the 
game duties on the Southern Company's 
line. He was soon esSeotes to conductor, 
then, owing to his efficiency, to roadmaster, 
In 1892 he was appointed Superintendent, 
and has made one of the mosi efficient of- 
ficials in the service.

After the onslaught last season first of the 
terrible hailstorm early in May which broke 
thousands of panes of glass in the green- 
houses, riddled the foliage of the tender 
plants that had been set out only the week 
' before, and piayed havoc with the more 


tender shrubs, and then before the ravages 
of the hailstorm had been repaired the 
. Visitation of the more dreadful tornado, with 
| the destruction of thousands of rare plants 
'and flowers, and the disfiguration of more, 
the recovery is most remarkable. Many 
| improvements have been made that would 
| not have been made had they not been thus 
necessitated, and so far as the beauty of 
the garden itself is concerned the vicissi- 
tudes of 1896 were all bless!ngs in disguise. 

Visitors to Shaw’s Garden will now find it 
| Gressed for company. While none of the 
hot house plants have been placed in open 
beds, bright and beautiful flowers of all 
colors are to be seen on every hand, and 
the fragrant perfume from the sweet-sme!l. 
ing hyacinths and other early-blooming 
flowers fills the air. The grass is growing 
at such a rate as to keep a force of mowers 
busy and one can almost see the buds 
swelling and bursting into leaf and bios- 
| g0m., 

Great beds of hyacinths, pink, blue, pur- 
' ple and white, and all imaginable colors, 
are now at their best. Beds of tulips are 
there, and so red and brilliant are some 
that they appear to be on fire. Then there 
are pansies, white and yellow, narcissus 
jonquils, modest little daisies and no en 
of Easter flowers, candiesticks, crocuses, 
etc. The magnolias, of which there are 
many specimens, are now in blossom, and 
/'many of the other flowering trees and 
shrubs are in full bloom. 

Mr. James Gurney, Superintendent of 
Shaw’s Garden, is an ardent advocate of 
“natural” as well as cultivated gardening. 
In “the grove,” a small plat of ground in 
the southern end of the garden, in the cen- 
ter of which is Mr. Shaw’s mausoleum, is 
an illustration of “natural’’ gardening, and 
Mr. Gurney takes great pride showing it. It 
is an adjunct to his “grandmother's gar-

the flowers in the ‘“‘grandmother’s 
garden,” the flowers in here are all hardy. 
There are no beds or measured distances. 
No attempt is made at regularity. In fact, 
the reverse was studied and achieved. The 
bulbs of the various flowers were planted 
in the grass last fall and when the frost 
left the ground this spring they began lift- 
ing their heads. They grow, thrive and 
bloom before the grass begins to turn 
reen or grow rapidly, and when the grass 
foes grow and needs to be cut the early 
flowers have accomplished their mis- 
sion of assisting in beautifying the earth 
and when the Town mower passes over 
them they assist in making a smooth and 
solid turf. 

Though the grove ts limited in size nearly 
all of the attractive small wild flowers 
find a place. One cannot walk through 
unless he steps on a carpet of natural 
flowers. Springing up through the turf in 
one place is a bunch of daffodils. A few 
feet further on is a bunch of snow drops. 
There are grape hyacinths, both blue and 
white. The American dog tooth violets 
fairly run riot here, and the fragrant odor 
from the modest blossoms may be scented 
many yards. There is the “blood root,”* the 
‘sap of which in the spring time is as red 
1ds blood or the bright red flower it pro- 
duces. The Christmas rose is another 
flower that is an attractive feature of 
the natural garden. The follage does not 
grow to any height, and it remains green 
and tender always. It bears a bright and 

retty flower at Christmas time, regard- 
ess of how cold it may be. The scientific 
name of the Christmas rose is the Hellebore, 
and from its roots is made a powder that 
is certain death to Insects.

Probably the largest and most inter- 
esting collection of century plants in the 
West is that at Shaw’s Garden. There are 
several hundred specimens, embracing 
every known species. It is generally under- 
stood that the century plant blooms once 
every 100 years. Like many other popular 
notions it is a fallacy. The century plant 
is not a free bloomer, and there is no means 
of telling when it will bloom. There are 
plants in this collection fifty years old 
that have never bloomed. One of the largest 
and thriftiest appearing plants in the col- 
lection now bears a large bud and soon 
will be tn blossom. It will never bloom 
again. The century plant, Ike the aloe 
plant, blooms but once, and in blooming it 
dies. No matter how strong the plant, as 
soon as the flowers appears the vitality 
of the plant begins to go and when the 
blossom withers the plant is dead. 

The unusually late spring this year has 
held both the flowers themselves and the 
gardeners in check. With the grounds 
soaked with water to work with the plants 
has been well nigh impossible. The planta 
have lain dormant. and only in the last 
week have they shown sins of awakening.

Thousands of Refugees Are at Vicks- 
burg and an Appeal Is Made 
for More Tents. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 24.—A break in 
the levee at Burton's saw mill, a few miles 
south of Baton Rouge, occurred to-day, 
and for awhile it looked as if a disaster 
similar to the Bigges crevasse had be- 
falien that section. The Engineers and 
laborers went to work with a will, however, 
and a few hours later succeeded in mending 
*ehe crevasse, and to-night the strong cur- 
rent is passing on to the gulf. The water 
continues to rush pell-mell through the 
Biegwes crevasse, just south of Delta, and is 
Spreading over a great area in North 
Louisiana. Throughout the Mississipp! 
delta the flood is siowly receding. An ap- 
peal has been forwarded the Government 
at Washington for tents to shelter the 
homeless and destitute, 

At Vicksburg, Camp Warren has been 

itched and several thousand refugees are 

ing cared for. At Helena, the back 
water is falling and the situation is more 
encouraging. The river at Memphis to- 
night is failing. Cairo reports a fall of 
seven-tenths, while at Paducah, Louisviie 
and Cincinnati a decline in the Ohio River 
is noted. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., April 24.—A slow, driz- 
ling rain started in to-night, which, if it 
s of jong duration, is liable to play havoc 
with the levees in this vicinity.

FLOOD AT HANNIBAL. 


K. Line Tracks Between West Quincy 
and Canton Under Water. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., April 24.—The flood sit- 
vation here is becoming aiarming and iIn- 
creasing every hour. The river to-day rose 
about 5 inches, the gauge registering 17 
feet and 6 inches, this being 6 inches above 
the danger line. The water is now en- 
croaching upon the railroad tracks and the 
Hannibal & St. Joe shops, and the paint 
shops have already been abandoned. The 
St. Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern tracks 
are covered with water nearly three feet 
deep between West Quincy and Canton, and 
all trains on that road north of Quincy 
have been abandoned. The last train came 
in to-day, and in the future will run over 
the Carthage branch. The mall will be car- 
ried in boats to the stations until the 
waters subside. 

About two hundred square miles of Mis- 
sourl lands are now submerged, and the 
extent of damage would be hard to esti- 
mate. For the past two days persons liv- 
ing on the bottom lands have been busily 
engaged in removing their stock, grain and 
farming implements to the high lands and 
places of safety. 

Grave apprehensions are entertained now 
that the Sni Levee will not be able to 
stand the terrible strain brought against 
it, for the water is already seep:ng through 
it in many places. In 1892 the levee stood 
a stage of nearly 21 feet, but the conditions 
were more favorable then than now. At 
this time the levee is thoroughly saturated 
by the incessant rains, and therefore in a 
weak condition, but should the levee break 
the farmers are better prepared for it than 
they have been for years. The wheat on 
the Sni bottom lands is in a measure worth- 
less, and the benefit to the land by the 
overflow would be of more value than the 
present crop of wheat. The water would 
subside in time to put in a crop of corn, 
and in reality the farmers would not sus- 
tain any very great loss. They would nec- 
essarily be greatly inconvenienced, and 
the repairing of the levee would impose a 
heavy tax upon them. It is now thought 
the highest stage of the present flood will 
be reached by Sunday night unless there 
are more heavy rains.

BLOCTON MINE HORROR. 


Four Men Were Instantly Killed and 
Many Injured. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 24.—An ex- 
plosion of gas occurred in mine No. 2, at 
Blocton to-day, and, as a result, four men 
were killed and twenty-six others narrowly 
escaped with their lives. Thirty men were 
at work driving headings when four Italians 
entered a room in which there was gas. 
Their lamps ignited the gas and the ex- 
plosion that followed shook the country for 
a mile around, arousing the sleeping cit- 
izens of Blocton, many of.whom thought 
that an earthquake has occurred, 

The timbering and coal that fell cut off 
the escape of the four ItaMans entirely, 
The others managed, after great difficulty, 
to get out. Nearly all were more or less 
bruised and burned, and two, Frank Reget- 
ti and Robert Gunlook, were overcome by 
gas and had to be dragged out by their 
companions. As soon as possible rescuers 
went to work digg! for the entombed 
Ital‘ans, but not until late this afternoon 
were their bodies found. [t is believed, 
from their mutilated condition, that they 
were killed outright. he names of the 
dead are: Garlo Tallioli, Joe Regetti, Frank

CAIN’S COUNTERPART. 


Jesse Hibden Is Now Accused of Eill- 
ing His Own Brother. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WICHITA, Kan., April 2%4.—The town of 
Paul’s Valley, I. T., was startled recently 
by the sensational news that Jesse Hibden, 
who, with his cousin Charles, was reported 
murdered in Arkansas about three years 
ago, was alive and had since done time in 
prison at Leavenworth, Kan. 

The Hibdens were residents of Paul's 
Valley, as was the cook, named Jones, who 
was tried for their murder and hung. Since 
the publication of the report which was 

ven out by James Cain, now of Mason 

alley, Ark., D. M. Spain of White Bead, 
I. T.. uncle of Charles Hibden, has denied 
the story throughout. He declares the 
‘Hibdens were murdered and their bodies 
burned near Boonville. Ark.; that Jones 
was wearing Jesse Hibden’s clothes when 
arrested and riding Charles’ saddle. He 
says the house in which they camped was 
burned and portions of the skulls and other 
bones of two bodies were found in the 
ashes; also that Jones had in his possession 
stock belonging to Charles Hibden. 

James Cain wrote a letter on the same 
date reiterating every statement previously 
made by him concerning Jesse Hibden, ex- 
cept that Hibden is not*now in jail and 
giving as his authority one L. B. Conditt, 
who was a fellow-prisoner with Hibden.

Me fibden told Conditt that himself and 
Jones, the man that was hanged, had plot- 
ted to murder Charles and their other 

rtner; that Hibden took the money and 
Pett Jones the stock. Jones was to do the 
murder. Hibden started back through the 
Nation and was arrested and tried at Mus- 
kogee for peddling whisky, was convicted 
and.sent to the penitentiary at Fort Leay- 
enworth, Kan.”

1, All dogs and cats must be brought 
to the hall not later than 9 o’clock on 
Thursday morning, May , 

2. Dogs or cats may be taken home 
each evening if desired, but owners must 
deposit $2 for a dog and $1 for a cat asa 
gSuarantee that the animal will be re- 
turned before 9 o’clock on the follow- 
ing morning, and no entry can be per- 
manently removed from the building un- 
til the show closes on Saturday even- 
ing, May 15, except by consent of the 
managers. 

8. The society will use due diligence 
for the care and safety of all dogs and 
cats exhibited. They will be fed and 
cared for by experienced attendants. A 
watchman will be on duty all night. 

4. An entrance fee of $1 will be charged 
for each dog and 50 cents for each cat. 
Puppies and kittens under three months 
old, when accompanied by their moth- 
ers, free. Each exhibitor will be entitled 
to one exhibitor’s ticket, admitting her 
to the show at all times free of charge. 
ee tickets are strictly non-transfer- 
able. 

5. As soon as all the entries have been 
made a numbered tag corresponding 
with the stall number of the dog or cat 
will be mailed to each exhibitor. This 
tag must be attached to the collar of the 
dog or cat, and exhibitors are requested 
not to lose their tags. 

6. All dogs must be provided with a 
suitable collar and chain, and cats must 
also have a collar. A ribbon collar for 
the cats will do. 

7. The show will be open from 9 a. m. 
until 10 p. m. each day. 

8. A pedigree is not necessary, but if 
mames of father or mother are known 
Serenewe be so stated on the entry 

nk. 


9. The breeder of a cat or dog is the 
erson owning the mother at the time of 
er being bred. 

10. If an exhibitor desires to sell her 
dog or cat, the price she will accept 
should be stated on the entry blank. A 
prohibitory price will be permitted, or 
the notation can be made, ‘‘not for sale.”’ 

The ges is especially desirous of 
obtaining photographs of all dogs or 
cats entered in order to use them for 
the press. If any exhibitor has a photo, 
she will confer a great favor by mailing 
same.

ST. JOSEPH. Mo., April 24.—A law suit 
in Justice Spoor’s court at Garrettsburg 
hag attracted a great deal of interest from 
all over the county. It will be tried again 
in the Circuit Court before a jury, with all 
the people of the neighborhood in attend- 
ance.

LIKE HER SISTER. 
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David Paige’s Case May Be Arranged — 


David R. Paige, who fied from the cowstry 
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~ OF P. B, JACKSON, 


WORKED FOR FREMONT, SHER- 
MAN AND GRANT, AND IS Now 
A CUSTOM-HOUSE JANITOR. 


P. Beverly Jackson, assistant janitor of 
the Federal Building, who parts his name 
as well as his whiskers in the middle, has 
had as much opportunity to observe great 
men as any darkey in this part of the coun- 
try. 

Born in Kentucky, a slave to the father of 
Gen. Frank P. Blair, he was brought by 
the future Vice-Presidential candidate ito 
Missouri in 1M7, and afterwards becanisa the 
property of Gov, LB. Grats Browa. Later he 
purchased freedom for himself and the 
dusky dameel he had promised to wed, 
joined the army with J. Milton Turner, a 
resident of St. Louis, and ex-Minister to L/i- 
berla, and returned to this city when the late 
unpleasantness was over. 

Jackson was the first janitor of the ald 
Federal Building, at Third and Olive streets, 
and held the place for fifteen years, At pres- 
ent he is first assistant janitor at the Federal! 
Building, and altogether has been in the 
Government service uninterruptedly for ual- 
most thirty. years. 

Besides daily contact with his two dis- 
tinguished masters, he is full of interesting 
reminiscences concerning Gens. John C. 
Fvemont, W. T. Sherman and U. 8. Grant. 

Unlike the generality of ‘‘cuspidor art- 
ists’’ in the employ of the Government, 
there is nothing of the grandiloquent in 
Jackson's make-up, either in voice or man- 
ner. He ts a mulatto, tall and somewhat 
angular, with a plenitude of gray hair and 
whiskers. He ts [Intelliment, to the extent 
that he reads Republican literature un.- 
ceasingly when not at work, and he can 
say “extricate and “statistics’’ without 
getting tongue-tied, which is more than a 
great many people can do. Jackson was a 
“white foiks’ nigger,”’ and very little of the 
negro accent is noticeable in his conversa- 
tion. 

He was the favorite, and practically the 
only, slave of Gen. Biair, and accompanicda 
him to St. Lou's when the future statesman 
Was a young man. Inside of a few years, 
through some agreement which Jackson 
either does not understand or will not dis- 
cuss, he passed into the porsession of Mr. B. 
Gratz Brown, afterwards Govenor of M @- 
souri, now deceased, Whether it was from 
him that P. Beverly acquired the habi: 
of parting his name in the middle is not 

nown., 

Jackson, who was then about middle age, 
conceived the ‘dea of nurchasing his free 
dom—a practice, es everybody knows, that 
was common among slaves in ante-bellum 
days. Through an agreement with his mas- 
ter, in 1850 or 1851. he was appointed janitor 
of the Blow Building, which still stands on 
the south s'de of Market street, opposite 
the Court-house, the second door east ot 
Broadway. Jackson paid over to his maste: 
@ specified portion of his wagwea and saved 
the remainder, with which, in the course of 
a few vears, he purchased his freedom, by 
the payment of $1,000 

About that time he became enamored of an 
Bthiep.an bunch ef beauty, thea property 
ofa Mr. Muckolis, and efter a while tet har 
free by the payment of $350. Then they were 
married, and Jackecon bought a house on the 
present site of the St. Lou's Club, at Twen.- 
ty-ninth and Locust streets, where he l:ved 
for twenty-two years. At present he re- 
sides at Garfield and Pendleton avenues. 

In ante-bellum days the Blow. Building 
was the largest office building tn the o'ty 
and P. Beverly was very proud of his posi- 
tion as janitor. Gen. Wiliam Tecumseh 
Sherman, then aymaster of the (United 
States Army, had an_office there, and Jack- 
s0n used to greet Rim dally as i went 
about his duties. eis, ' was 


t! eventually threw 
him in the way of the easy ‘‘graft’’ he has 
been enjoying for three decades, when the 
vote of the colored brother is of prime 
importance jn national affairs, 

When the war broke out and after Gen. 
Fremont took charge of the army, afier 
the venerable Gen. Winfield Scott*had been 
retired, Jackson attached himself to the 
pervice in the capacity of a washer of 
dishes, a peeler of potatoes and a broller of 
Steaks, along with several other colored 
citizens, including J. Milton Turner, who 
was also destined to shine with reflected 
glory and pomatum in the capacity of Min- 
ster to Liberia. Judging from the ‘‘frost’’ 
that has nipped him since, the uninformed 
might guess it was Siber'a instead. 

It was while engazed in the noble work of 
filling the martia! stomach that P. Beverly 

id occasion to observe the style and move- 
ments of Gen, Fremont. At that time the 
latter was chasing Gen, Sterling Price 
around the State of Missouri, but his gait 
was not such ag to ievel the hills or get 
the river on fire. 1 the language of P. 
Beverly, Gen, Fremont was ‘too ‘risto- 
cratic’ to loosen up his joinis and give the 
enemy a good run for his money. 

n. Fremont was in command about six 
months, At the end of that time P. Beverly 
returned to St. Louls, and at Benton Bar- 
racks took an oath to support the United 
States Government to the best of his 
ability, 60 help him God, by preparing food 
promptly for the army consumption. The 
next day he took passage with a detach- 
ment of the enemy for Island No. 10, under 
command of Col. Madison Miller, after- 
wards Gen. Miller, a brother-in-law of Gov. 
Fietener. After remaining there a week or 
80 they wound up in the vicinity ef Fort 
Donelson, and later at Shiloh, 

Jackson's account of the battle of Shiloh 
concurs with the report so frequently heard, 
that the Confederate attack was a com- 
plete surprise. According to P. Beverly, 
the Confederates entered the camp and 
commenced firing while the Union soldiers 
were still asleep, between 8 and 4 o'clock in 
the q~orning. One wing of the army was 
cut off from the other side for awhile, and 
P. Beverly is free to admit that he didn’t 
know where he was “at’’ until after day- 
light. When the Union army finally got to- 
gether, he and others were sent with the 
/ ambulances to care for the wounded.

the information of John Arnold, the United 
States Marshal dat Chicago. 

Six years ago John Arnold, the father of 
the marshal, was induced to take an in- 
surance policy in the People’s Mutual Ben- 
efit Society of Elkhart, Ind., of which 
Mosier was then president and Lumbert was 
secretaryy The plan of the society was 
known ag the “‘morttary pool.” The as- 
sessments of every two months were placed 
in a common fund, after deducting three- 
elevenths for expenses, the amount being 
divided among the beneficiarles of those 
who died during the period. A provision as- 
sured to all policies the repayment of all 
assessments paid at death, if the insured 
had been in the society for three years. 

These assessments were first deducted 
from the pool and the balance divided 
among these who had not matured their 
assesemenis by reason of a three-years’ 
holding. Last May the Elkhart net U iON, 
the Industrial Benefit Association of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., and the National Capital Life 
Association consolidated under the title of 
the latter institution. The circular issued at 
that time stated that the consolidated con- 


New policies were issued 
under another “‘mortuary pool,’’ wherelhy 
the insured multiplied ‘‘shares’’ by the con- 
linuance of his policy and the maturity of 
the assesaments extended to five years. 
The new policy sent to the elder Arnold 
was silent as to the assumption of the 
terms and the conditions of the Elkhart 
0licy. As the eider Arnold died in August, 
nis son was compelled to pay two more bi- 
monthly premiums of $10.58 before the con- 
solidated concern would pay the policy. Mr. 
Arnold expected to receive payment under 
the conditions of the Elkhart society’s 
olicy, which would have amounted to over 
£500. Instead he was offered $196.64. Presi- 
dent Gillman said his concern never re- 
ceived any money in the congolidation from 
the Elkhart concern, and an examination of 
the last policy would show that it did not 
gmuarantee any such plan. 
Marshal Arnold told President G'llman 
of the insurance company that he was la- 
ble to indictment for fraudulent practice, 
but Gillman laughed at him. To-day Ar- 
nold took the matter before the Federal 
Grand-jury, and the indictments were voted 
without delay.

HER SIDE OF THE CONTROVERSY

She Gives a Sketch of the Man Who 
Has Two Wives, but Is Not 
a Bigamist. 


Edward Fraser, the possessor of two 
wives and yet not a bigamist, according to 
a jury in Judge Zachritz’ court, is about to 
become the defendant in divorce proceed- 
ings. Mrs. Margaret Ellen Fraser, wife 
No. 1, whom he married in 1878, has filed 
papers in the Circuit Court asking for a 
legal separation from her husband. 

The papers charge nearly every crime on 
the domestic calendar. Non-support and 
failure to pay honest debts also enter into 
the allegations, 

Mrs. raser’s position has not been an 
enviable one since the remarkable verdict 
of Tuesday, acquitting her husband of big- 
amy. 

This verdiét, which was a complete tri- 
umph for the defendant and his second 
wife, In some quarters adds color to a clir- 
culated story that Fraser was never legally 
married to Mary Ellen Gilmore. 

She has seen many prominent attorneys 
since the case closed and all agree that 
the verdict was outrageous and directly 
contrary to the law. Ex-Gov. Stone, ex- 
Lieut.-Gov, Johnson, Judges Withrow and 
Wood all declared the preceeding was most 
legal, 

Judge Zachritz himself, after his moat 
peculiar instructions to the jury, changed 
h's front the next day. When Mrs. Fraser 
requested a deputy sheriff to ask him, just 
after the verdict was announced, who was 
Fraser’s legal wite, or had he two, the offi- 
cer reported his honor as replying he was 
not solving conundrums or riddics. The 
next day in a private interview with her, 
the trial Judge advised her to secure a 
divoree. 

“You are the lawful wife,”’ he sa:d. ‘The 
other woman is not his wife at all. Whut 
the jury returned as a verdict does not 
amount to anything.” 

Edward Fraser is now living with wife 
No. 2, at 2613 Pine street, and Mrs Margzrret 
Elien Fraser is boarding at 928 North Gar- 
rison avenue. 

“IT have been grossly misrepresented in 
this matter,’’ she gaid last night. “From 
the begining of our married career Fraser 
has acted as no husband ghould.. I left him 
within a week after our wedding, because 
a young girl called at the house and in- 
quired for him. I learned she had a better 
right to him than I, so we parted. I went 
to relatives in Ililinois, but returned in a 


few weeks on my husband's promise to 
lead a better life. This was the only time 
there was anything like a separation until 
a few years ago. We lived together for 
nearly sixteen years. When he says 
different he falsifies. 

‘In May ‘94 I took our daughter, Agnes 
Ardeck—that'’s her stage name-—to New 
York to study dramatic art. I may as well 
say right here she is no song and dance 
artist, nor was she ever with the “Merry 
World.’ She has been with O’Neil and 
Keane and others just as good. 

“Of course Fraser did not pay for her 
education. He paid for nothing. He was 
drunk all the time. To-day he wears the 
clothes I bought him. 

‘Well, in December of that vear, he wrote 
me in New York that he was out of a job. 
Strawberries had ceased to grow and there 
was no work. I came on suddenly and found 
him employed. When he learned how Agnes 
was getting along he stopped work with the 
expectancy she would support him. We were 
then boarding with Mrs. McGowan at 2704 
Locust.street, I refused to allow Agnes to 
send him money and he threatened to kill 
me. 

“T went back to New York and soon 
learned he had taken up with Flora Belle 
McCoy, a servant girl at the boarding house. 
He later placed her in the Woman's Train- 
ing School and later in Perkins & Herpel's 
business college. She was at the last place 
from Sept. 16, 1895, to May 16, 15896. 

“In August, "95, my daughter and I were 
in Kansas City. The theatrical company 
was coming to St. Louis. Fraser wrote 
for me not to come. I did not. Agnes 
ealled on him here, gave him money and 
tickets to the show.

Towers for Electric Lights. 


When arc lights were first introduced for 
street lighting there was a very exagger- 
ated idea of their lighting poWer, says En- 
gineering News, A light of 1,000 candle 
power seemed such a powerful illuminator 
that the idea was very naturally conceived 
of placing lamps on the top of tall towers 
and lighting the whole area of a city. Sev- 
eral municipalities adopted this power sys- 
tem of lighting, of which the best known 
example is doubtless, Detroit. It was at 
once found, however, that a cluster of arc 
lamps 150 feet or more from the ground 
might be an excellent —— for lighting the 
whole of a large area, Dut Wag a very poor 
plan for lighting city streets. In the aver- 
age American city, with long blocks, the 
gtreets comprise not more than one-third 
of the area. Hence with the tower sys- 
tem of lighting 6 per cent or more of the 
illuminating power is wasted in lighting up 
house roofs, backyards and vacant lots. 

Nearly every city of which we have in- 
formation that originally adopted the tower 
system of iight'ng has abendoned it. I[t ts 
therefore quite surprising to learn that Des 
Moines, Io., proposes te put in 4 munic-pal 
street lighting plant and to use the tower 
system. What consideration influenced the 
city autherities to adopt this system, we 
4o not know, but we would strongly urge 
them to investigate the experience of De- 
troit and other cities with the tower sye- 
tem of lishting before they construct such 
a plant in their own city.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS WNEG- 
ATIVED BY POLITICAL PULIS. 


RECORD OF LAST ASSEMBLY. 


Requests of Property Holders Turned 
Down in Twenty-Seven 
Instances, 


Street Commissioner A. N. Milner hopes 
that in the great beyond, where no kickers 
@re supposed to dwell, be will get enough 
blessings, otherwise unéarned, to balance 
up for the countless cussings he is receliv- 
ing here. 

Mr. Milner says he don’t set himself up to 
be anything but just plain every-day finite 
mud, and admits that maybe he has made 
mistakes which give people license to knock 
him, but he insists that nine-tenths of the 
kickers jump on him for others’ gins of 
omission. 

Several times each day delegates of from 
two to twenty file into Mr. Milner’s office 
and demand to know why their streets have 
mot been fmproved. 

“We signed petitions and are ready to 

y over our coin,”’ they say. “What's in 
he way?" 

“Assembly,” says Mr. Milner, 
and then he explains. 

It gets tiresome, this @plaining business, 
and to save his jaw he has had prepared a 
statement which he will henceforth flash 
on each delegation. 

It shows the street improvement and re- 
construction ordinances filed by the Munli- 
cipal Assembly during the session ending 
April 6, 1897. R 

The figures throw a great light on the way 
legislation is blocked in the House of Dele- 
gates by pulls. 

During the session the Board of Public 
Improvements sent to the Assembly twenty- 
four bills for improvement ordinances. 
Seventeen were for granite, five for brick, 
one for asphalt and two for telford. 

If the work contemplated by them had 
been done there would be over five and a 
half miles of new improved streets, and 
$397,000 worth of work would have been 

The city’s share of the cost would 
have been almost nothing. 

There would also have been a third of a 
mile of new sidewalks and a quarter of a 
mile of grading. 

Nearly four and a quarter miles would 
have been paved with granite, 

All of these bills were sent to the As- 
sembly by the board only after a majority 
of the property owners had petitioned and 
in most cases agreed to pay the excess of 
25 per cent which would otherwise have to 
be borne by the city. 

Most of them were either filed in the 
House or held back and sent to the Coun- 
cil so late that the Upper House did not 
have time to pass them. 

Such action was due to influence ex- 
erted by property owners who did not 
want the improvements made. 

Among the bills eent to the Council at 
the eleventh hour wag the one for im- 
proving Twelfth street from Market to St. 
Charlies with asphalt. Fifty-three per 
cent of the property owners petitioned for 
the imprevement and this one piece of 
work would have put $47,000) in circulation. 

The contract was let once, but Was 
knocked out by the adverse decision of 
the Stone lay. 

The bills filed by the House of Delegates 
were for Seventh street from Franklin ave- 
nue to Cass avenue; Seventh street from 
Cass avenue to junction with Broadway; 
Ninth street from Franklin avenue to Bid- 
die street; Tenth street from Cass avenue 
to Howard street; Eleventh estreet from 
Franklin avenue to Biddle street; Eleventh 
etreet from Biddle street to Cass avenue; 
Etzel avenue between Goodfellow avenue 
and Hamilton avenue; Wash street from 
Fourth street to Sixth street; Twenty-first 
street from Market street to Washington 
avenue; Ninth street from Cass avenue to 
Howard street; Spruce street from Twelfth 
etreet to Fourteenth street; Laclede ave- 
nue from Jefferson avenue to the center 
line of alley west of city block No. 1,720; 
Cass avenue from Garrison avenue to 
Grand avenue; Cass avenue from Hogan 
etreet to Twenty-second street; north and 
south alley in city block No. 266; alley in 
city block No. 673. 

Those which were voted down in the 
House of Delegates were for Cass avenue, 
from Twenty-second street to Jefferson ave- 
nue; Cass avenue, from Jefferson avenue 60 
Garrison avenue; Berlin avenue, between 
Taylor avenue and Euclid avenue, . 

The following failed to pass the Council 
because the ouse sent them over too 
re: Eleventh street, from Cass avenue to 

oward street: Twelfth street, from Market 
street to St. Charles street; Manchester ave- 
nue, from Compton avenue to Grand ave- 
que: Lemp avenue, between Broadway and 
Cherokee street; Olive street, between Tay- 
lor avenue and Walton avenue; Ridge ave- 
mue, between King’s Highway boulevard 
and Union boulevard. 

The one for Ninth street, between Bremen 
avenue and Angelica street, was held up In 
the Comptroller’s office, and the one for 
Virginia avenue, between Osceola and Mere- 
mec streets, was vetoed by the Mayor.

‘JUGGLING WITH A 
GIRL'S NAME, 


FOOLISH ATTEMPT TO GET A MAN 
OUT OF PRISON. 


REFLECTIONS ON MAMIE ENGLE. 


They Are Without Any Foundation 
and Place Charles Hunter in 
a Peculiar Light. 


‘In an attempt to secure the release of a 
prisoner from the Work-house over zealous 
friends have reflected upon the character 
of a young woman who is striving to earn 
a livelihood for herself. 

The man is Charles Hunter, who until @ 
week ago was a cook at the Midget Res- 
taurant, 214 Sixth street. . 

Last Monday morning at 1 o’clock he was 
arrested by the Third District policemen, 
who found him running downstairs from 
the second-story rear 1244 Sputh Broadway. 
The policemen were told that he had been 
found under a bed in the room of Miss 
Mamie Engle. When apprehended Hunter 
said he was looking for a family named 


Wilson. Later, at the station house, he 
said he had visited 1260 South Broadway at 
the instance ef Mamie Engle, and had been 
caught there by her elder sister. The 
policemen laughed at this yarn, and it was 
not repeated in police court when Hunter 
was arraigned, charged with trespass. He 
pleaded guilty and was fined $50 and sent 
to the Work-house. 

The matter would have ended there had 
it not been for the officiousness of two 
men who had met Hunter several times, 
They are F. C. Schell, assistant night chief 
operator of the Western Union Telegraph 
Co., and Charles Miller, who keeps a saloon 
at 1300 Clark avenue. The two resolved 
themselves into a grievance committee Fri- 
day night and agreed that their friend had 
been wronged. 

Messrs. Schell and Miller stated yester- 
day morning they had appealed to Mayor 
Ziegenhein for Hunter’s release. The story 
~y 4 related was to the effect that Hunter 
had been unjustly dealt with. He had met 
Miss Dngle, so they claimed, by engage- 
ment. Her sister came home unexpectedly, 
and not wishing to compromise the girl he 
had pretended that he was a stranger to 
her. After arrest he had maintained a 
silence upon the subject, not wishing to 
compromise the young woman. 

The story was a pretty one, but it lacks 
the one essential—truth. 

There has been no petition filed with 
Mayor Ziegenhein for Hunter’s release, and 
it is not at all probable that there will be. 
On the other hand there has been a reck- 


woman who has had a hard enough time 
making a way in this world as it is. 

The matter was thoroughly investigated 
yesterday afternoon by a reporter for the 
ost-Dispatch, and the result of the fn- 
vestigation is here given. 


The Work-house was first vistted and at 
the request of the reporter, Prisoner 
Charles Hynter was led forth. He is a 
thin, wizen-faced, unders'zed man, who 
weighs not over 12 pounds. He has a 

izzly gray beard and close-cropped gray 

air. He is easily 45 and probably 50 years 
of age. He never looks one in the face and 
walks with a sidling motion as if anxious 
to skip around a corner. 

The reporter asked him if he had heard 
of the efforts being made in his behalf, 

He had not, but he laughed gleefully 
when told. 

“Then you had an engagement with Miss 


“O, she’s a woman about 35 and wears 
epectacles,”’ 

‘‘Have you known her long?” 

“Yes, several months. I often went to her 


room. 

“Why didn’t you state these facts in 
court?” 

‘‘Recause they told me not to.”

The occupant was a young German girl. 
She does not look over 20, is comely, 
dresses plainly but neatly, and her hands 
show that she is entitled to a living be- 
cause she works for it. 

‘This ts the woman whom Hunter de- 
scribes as being 35 and wearing spectacles. 

“Are tg a reporter?’’ she asked, then 
said: ““O, what do these people mean tryin 
to blacken a girl’s reputation. My God 
isn’t it hard enough to work. work, work 
all me long without having one’s character 
rulned?’* 

The girl used excellent English; she has 
evidently been well educated. She burst 
into tears when she had concluded her in- 
terrogation and it was several minutes be- 
fore she re ned her composure. 

“Won't the Post-Dispatch please tell the 
truth about this matter?’ 

She was assured the newspaper would.

THE LACLEDE GAS CASE CALLED 
AHEAD OF TIME, 


AN UNEXPECTED ORDER. 


Attorneys Notified to Be Ready to 
Argue Early Next 
Week,

WASHINGTON, D. C., April %#.—An en- 
tirely unexpected turn was given by the 
Bupreme Court to-day in the Laclede Gas 
case. Since the sensational developments 
last winter when the opinion already writ- 

_ ten was recalicd by the court and the case 
remanded for re-argument at the term next 
October, the court has done nothing. 

The threatened investigation to discover 
who was “tipping off” the court’s move- 
ments to speculators in Laclede Gas never 
materialized and the promising sensation 
was nipped itn the bud. 

To-day, however, notice was sent to the 
attorneys in the case to be here next week 

, Feady to argue it anew. 

 Jtis said that the court will hear the argu- 
ments either Wednesday or Thursday next 
and that the decision may be handed down 
before the adjournment for the summer 
holiday. This action of the court was en- 
tirely unexpected. Ever since the case 
reached the Supreme Court, however, it has 
been of the sensational order. 

First a decision was said to have been 
written in which the city was granted every 
contention; this ‘tip’ was sold to the specu- 
lators and was heavily played. Then an- 
other decision was said to have been writ- 
ten, giving the company all it claimed. This 
decision, like the other, was hawked about 
the bucket shops of Washington in advance 
of the meeting of the court. 

Then the Justices, determined to outwit

THAT AIRSHIP. 


It Is Out of Order and Is Now Resting 
for Repairs in the Ten 
nessee Mountains, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aprfl 24.—The 
airship reported almost daily for the past 
three weeks as having been seen in dif- 
ferent sections of the country is said to 
have been seen at this place. It is said 
that the machine met with an accident to 
ite working gear last night, and the navi- 
gator was compelled to descend for re- 
pairs. 

Instead of being cigar or balloon shaped 
it is geaid to be in the exact shape of a 
shad, minus head and tail. The metal is 
aluminum, bound around with thin strips 
of steel. On each side of this are two 
large wings, which are fixed to knuckle and 
socket joints. The wings can be moved up 
or down, back or forward, or in any dires- 
tion. This makes the ship rise or fall with- 
out any loss of gas. 

Two motors, one electric and the other 
maphtha, give the motive power. It is said 
that from the stern there is a propeller at 
least nine feet in diameter, which has a 
maximum revolution of 900 turns a minute. 
The shad shaped portion is filled with hy- 
drogen gas, having a pressure of twenty- 
geven pounds, and a Lfting capacity of 
1,800 pounds, . 

The passenger car underneath the ehip is 
mine feet long, four feet wide and three 
feet deep, and ig made of bamboo and 
aluminum strips, which combine strength 

and lightness. The navigator is said to 
carry provisions in the shape of canned 
goods and compressed biscuits. Aluminum 
vessels comprise the culinary utensils. 

Several presumably truthful citizens of 
this city have given the foregoing account 
of the vessel. They say that they came 
upon the vessel resting on a spur of a moun- 
tain nour this,city. Two men were at work 
on it and explained that they had been 
compelled to return to earth because the 
machinery was out of order. One of the 
men said his name was ‘Prof. Charles 
Davidson.” He is alleged to have said that 
the vessel left Sacramento a month ago 
and has since been sailing all ever the

BRAVE AND SANGUINE WORDS 
OF BENTON M’MILLIN. 


WEST THE HOME OF EMPIRE. 


Republican Policy of High Tariffs and 
Low Circulation Will Defeat 


the Party. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April %4.—‘The Democratic 
party was stronger the day after Mr. 
Bryan's defeat than it was the day before. 
We will carry the House next year. The 
West and South, with votes in the East, 
will control the next Presidential election 
and will cast their votes for a Democrat.” 

This declaration is from the old Demo- 
cratic warthorse, the Hon. Benton McMillin 
of Tennessee. In an interview telegraphed 
from Washington, he says: 

“IT have no fear for the future of the Dem- 
ocratic party. The party will live because 
it is the party which has never sacrificed 
its principles for the sake of victory; be- 
cause it has stood firm in the period of 
greatest adversity. It is in defeat to-day, 
in my humble judgment, partly because it 
failed to succeed in giving the reforms it 
promised on Democratic lines. We did not 
put enough of the things we preached in the 
campaign on the statute books. Mr. Cleve- 
land recommended measures the Democ- 
racy had never favored or advocated.” 

“But what is going to become of the 
fragments which have split off form the 
Democratic party? Will the gold Democrats 
do as the Mugwumps did after the first 
Cleveland campaign—go into the other 
party?’ 

“Some of them will, but for every man we 
lose we will gain eight or ten. We are gain- 
ing every day.”* . 

“From what quarter?” 

“From the Republican party and from the 
young voters.” 

‘You look for Democratic success in 1898, 
then?’’ 

“We shall carry the House next year. 
Look at the bill which has just been put 
through the House and see what it has done 
to the tariff. In all but two or three sched- 
ules,”” he said, “‘the rates have been ad- 
vanced beyond the rates in. the McKinley 
law. In the face of this I can quote inter- 
views with Proctor, Cullom and_ other 
leading Republicans in the Senate after the 
election of 1890, all saying that the rates in 
the McKinley law were too hfgh. If the 
people would not stand that law what do 
you think they are going to do with the 
people who made the Dingley bill? 


“Another thing that Is going to injure the 
Republicans in the operation of the new 
tariff law is the fact that they admit it is 
going to take $100,000,000 out of circulation 
to pass through the custom housés and so 
reduce the circulating medium, and the Re- 
publicans are not going to make any effort 
to increase the circulating medium. I 
think that President McKinley would like 
to do it—his published utterances speak for 
him—but they are not going to let him do 
it. Now, even if we admit the contention 
of the Republicans that there is enough 
money to-day, you must remember the fact 
that this country is growing all the time and 
the Republican party is not making any at- 
tempt through Congress to provide for the 
increase in population. We will not only 
carry the House next year, but we will elect 
a Democratic Congress and President in 
1900.”’ 

“Where are you going to get your strength 
in a contest on the lines of the last? The 
Republican party had not only an electoral 
majority, but a majority of the popular 
vote,”’ I suggested. 


“Yes, but Mr. Bryan had more votes than 
any man who was ever elected before Mr. 
McKinley,” said Mr. McMillin. “I believe 
we shall, because I believe it is not possible 
to keep up the pressure under which the 
Republican party was working In the last 
campaign. You cannot keep up a perma- 
nent organization which includes all the 
railroads, all the trusts, banks, life insur- 
ance companies and fire insurance compa- 
nies. If you hold it together long enough 
it will rot itself out. It is like some power- 
ful acid in a thin vessel, it will eat its way 
through and destroy the vessel in time. 
You can not Keep all these interests united. 
You cannot carry on campaigns on a $14,- 
000,000 basis of boodle expenditures regu- 
larly. You cannot corrupt the voters of the 
country continually, directly or by indirec- 
tion. The time is coming when the great 
power will go from the East. The West is 
the future home of empire, in my opin- 
ion. The Democratic party has never cul- 
tivated or tolerated sectionalism. The Re- 
publican party always has. But I think the 
division of West from East has come to 
stay. The West and South, with what votes 
they can get Bast, will control the next 
election, and they will give their votes to 
the Democratic candidate. Who will he be? 
He will win, whoever he be. Of course, 
nobody knows with absolute certainty. 
Most of the Democrats who left us last 
year wll come back into the Democratic 
party and vote for its candidate.” 


“Tf the Democratic party has been so con- 
sistent, why did it never declare for free 
coinage of silver before?’ 

“Because the question of gold monometal- 
lism was never raised before. For more 
than eighty years there was no question 
about colnage of the two metals on an 
agreed ratio. Since silver was demonetized 
the Democratic party has voted again and 
again for free coinage in the House of 
Representatives. There have been Repub- 
ican votes for it and Democratic votes 
against it, but the bulk of the vote for it 
was Democratic, and the Democratic votes 
im epposition were few.”

MAN PLUNGES FROM A. WHARF. 


Body of a Woman With Wounds on 
the Head, but Driftwood May 
Have Made Them.

There were two mysteries of the river 
yesterday. The muddy, turbulent stream 
gave up the body of one vict’m and then 
claimed. that of another, : 

The first case is perhaps a murder, per- 
haps an accident. The washing of the 
water and decomposition due to time have 
destroyed any means of identification. This 
victim was a woman, 

The second case is that of a suicide—a 
man jumped into the river and was 
drowned. For the present the material 
facts regarding the suicide are as lacking 
as they are in the possible murder, but the 
evidence that will probably clear up the 
mystery is in better shape. 

A singularity is that both these cases 
attracted police attention at the same 
hour—l p. m.—and both happened on the

mean walked to the 

and sat down on the wharf. A hg hour 
later he moved over to a group vf. river 
front men and offered one of them 00 cents 
to row him out into mid-stream, saying 
he wished to see the river from there. The 
men refused, for they were busy. 

Hie went away, but returned soon after 
noon and again sat down on the wharf. Af- 
ter a while he took somethin from hig 
pocket and ate it. Then he slowly peeled 
an orange, divided it into sections, and ate 
it as well. 

lie sat for a few minutes longer looking 
at the water; then, suddenly rising, he 
hastliy took off collar and necktie, placed 
them in his coat, removed that garment, 
folded it carefully and placed it on the 
wharf and upon it laid his hat. 

The men were running toward him by 
this time. But too late. He had raised his 
hands above his head In the attitude of a 
diver and had plunged into the strearn. 
There was a swirl of eddies and nothing 
more. 

The men took the coat and hat to the 
Second District Police Station. There they 
described the suicide as a man of about 
rears, 6 feet 7 inches tall, slightly bald 

wearing a light brown mustache. 
here was nothing about the coat that 
served as a means of identification except 
the name of Lew Orchard, a tailor, 4260 
Olive street. In one pocket were a half 
dozen blank postal cards, in another the 
collar and necktie and in a third two nand- 
kerchiefs. There was no mark on any of 
there. 

The hat js a brown fedora and was pur- 
chased at Baer’s. The coat is a sack of 
black serge. 

During yesterday afternoon the only one 
who called to look at the clothing was an 
elderly man. He refused to give his name, 
but said his son had disappeared. He ex- 
amined the coat and hat, then shook. his 
ead and went away.

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At the same hour the man jumped off the 
wharf at the foot of Arsenal street #fome 
roustabouts on a steamer discovered a 
body in the water at the foot of Lesperance 
street. The Third District Station was no- 
eee and three policemen went to the spot. 

he body was tightly wedged in drift and 
it was two hours before it was removed. 

The corpse was that of a woman, ed 
about 45. There was no clothing on the 
body, which was badly decomposed, save 
& shoe on the left foot. There were wounds 
on the head, but they may have been made 
by drift wood. 

The body had been in the water at least 
& month, perhaps longer. It was taken to 
the Morgue.

LOW PASSENGER RATES. 


Western Agents Make Them to Avoid 
Demoralization, 


CHICAGO, Ill, April 24.—The Western 
Passenger Agents are in fear of their rates 
again. They think that in their new agree- 
ments they have the best preserver of rates 
they ever had, but at the same time they 
are constantly in fear that something wi!! 
send their rates tumbling. Their action of 
yesterday in making a low rate on one-way 
tickets to the Christian Endeavor Conven- 
tion in San Francisco was more the out- 
come of the dread of low rates than of any 
other reason. They were fearful that some 
irresponsible road wouid go after the busi- 
ness with a cut rate, and in the present 
unstable condition of their agreement they 
thought that they might have trouble in 
getting the rates back again to the old 
basis. They made the rate low enough to 
keep the brokers from getting any consid- 
erable part of the business, because they 
judged from past experiences tn like mat- 
ters that th’s source-of probable demoraliz- 
ation would be done away with. They have 
determined to pursue this policy for the 
time being, at least, and when in their 
opinion there is a chance of demoralization 
they will make the rates low enough to pre- 
vent the demoralization and at the same 
time bring the business to the roads and 
to them alone. 

Last year there was a row between the 
Western roads and the Grand Army over 
the rates to the annual! encampment at St. 
Paul, and this year there seems to be an 
excellent chance for the same oid trouble 
all over again. The Grend Army is calling 
for ‘a rate of 1 cent per mile and the roads 
have declined to grant them a rate lower 
than one fare for the round trip. This was 
the identical proposition over which the 
fight was waged lest year and the Grand 
Army carried its point because one or the 
roads in the Western Passenger Asaociacion 
decided to make the low rate and the 
others were compelled to follow suit. Tha 
roads all declare, however, that this year 
they will keep together and that they will 
not make arate lower tharone fare tor the 
round trip. The Grand Army, on the other 
hand, declares that it is entitled to the rate 
of one cent per mile, and with its recollec- 
tion of the result of the fight Jast year it 
is not likely that it wiil give up the fight 
until it gains what it is after.

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 24.—The Missouri! 
Experimental Station issued the following 
statement to-day: ‘Be green plant louse of 
the apple and the dark louse of the plum 
has made its appearance in nearly_all parts 
of the State in great numbere and has ex- 
cited considerable alarm among fruit grow- 
ers. Inquiries in regard to this pest have 
been pouring fnto t experiment station 
during the past week. Prot. Stedman, 
mologist + the station, makes the follow- 
ing statement about these insects:

LONDON JUBILEE OFFERINGS AT 
AUCTION A FAILURE. 


SWINDLERS ARE AT WORK. 


The Astors Annoyed at Mr. Chanler’s 
Fiery Speech Made iu 
Dublin. 


' 


LONDON, April 24.—-The weather here and 
on the continent has been cold, cheerless 
and biting during the week. East winds 
prevailed and the spread of influenza con- 
tinues. Paris has been duller than for 
years past at Easter time. 

The Queen’s diamond jubilee, after being 
the object of all sorts of speculations, has 
mow been the basis for a confidence trick. 
Bwindlers have been taking photographs 
of prominent houses along the route to be 
followed by the procession and have becn 
forwarding them to Americans and other 
etrangers in London, asking a low price for 
windows, but demanding a good deposit in 
@dvance. Several people have been victim- 
ized to the tune of about $250 each. 

The predicted slump in the window mar- 
ket has already begun and large numbers of 
windows and houses wetfe offered at auc- 


tion on Thursday. With the exception of a 
emall window, which sold at $165, all the 
lots were withdrawn, no one bidding above 
one-fifth the reserve price. 

The appearance of Mr. Louls Stuyvesant 
Chanler at Dublin on Tuesday as an ardent 
Redmondite in, @ speech breathing no end 
of jhreats against Great Britain has caused 
annoyance in Astor circles. Mr. Chanler is 
spoken of in Dublin as “one of the Astor 
family,"’ and his speech was accepted by 
his audience at the Rotunda as a sort of 
prophecy of the immediate return to the 
policy of physical force, which, it is openly 
asserted by the members of the other sec- 
tions of the Irish Nationalists, is the real 
reason why the convention was called. Mr. 
Chanler a few years ago rented a house 
from the Duke of Leeds, near Newmarket, 
and then went to Cambridge for a course 
of study. He became a prominent member 
of a debating society, and finally took the 
etump for the Liberals during the last cam- 


paign.

Louis and gave Boyle his first job as a re- 
porter. 

“It was Jimmy with Mr. Boyle’s friends in 
St. Louis,”’ said Maj. Gilson to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday. “‘Some seventeen 
or eighteen years ago, when I was filling the 
(ity Editor’s chair of the Globe-Democrat, 
there appeared as an = 4 ene for a posi- 
tion as reporter a bright looking young fel- 
low, apparently about twenty years of age 
He was a little below the medium height, 
with bright eyes and the bloom of health on 
his cheeks. His aeerarance betokened 
shrewdness and reliability. He told me his 
name was Boyle and that he was just from 
Canada, where he was born and educated; 
had perfected himself in short-hand, and 
had done some work on Montreal papers. 

“T needed just his sort of a man to take 
the place of Platt Lewis, or somebody else 
who had quit, and took him into Mr. Mc- 
Cinna ey to whom I introduced him. The 
next day I gave him liberal assignments. He 
learned tne city rapidly, and, besides his 
usefulness at stenographic work, he was 
conscientious ard remarkably available for 
minor details. He had a good ‘nose for 
news,’ and could always be depended upon. 
Jimmy was reasonably abstemious, but he 
did not run away from a toddy ora glass of 
‘alf-and-'alf; I never knew him ta ‘ slop 
over’ but once, and that was when he won 
the walking match at the old skating rirk, 
at Nineteenth and Pine streets, where he 
captured a gold watch. a medal, and, I be- 
lieve, a gold pen-holder and pen. 

“Not long after the skating rink episode he 
left here, and readily secured employment 
on a Cincinnati paper.

MAKING COLORED 
PHOTOGRAPHS. 


LITTLE DOUBT THAT THE ART IS 
AT LAST DISCOVERED. 


AMATEURS CAN SOON DO IT. 


New York Is Suffering From an Over- 
Supply of Skyscraper Office 
Buildings Just Now. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—Three or four in- 
teresting scientific discoveries and more 
interesting experiments have come to the 
front this week. One is an exhibition of 
color photography, another the successful 
X-ray photograph of a dog’s stomach, in 
which a valuable diamond ring was found 
lodged, and a third is the new method of 
telegraphing, which its advocates say will 
permit the transmission of 3,000 words a 
minute. A freak of imagination, or cer- 
tainly a unique freak of nature is the al- 
leged imprint of an eye on a pair of spec- 
tacles taken from the head of a dying wom- 
an. Columbia College is trying to unravel 
this last mystery, and in the Post-Dispatch 
of a recent date the telegraph instrument 
was discussed. 

Color photography has been the dream of 
amateurs and professionals for years, and 
now that a practical process has been dis- 
covered, great things can be expected in 
the near future. Technically the new in- 
vention is known as the radio tint of color 
process and is the invention of M. Villie- 
dieu Chassagne of Paris. He guards the 
secret of his chemicals well, but does not 
hesitate to let the curious see him take 
and develop the pictures. At the same time 
he acknowledges that his process is only 
the developed idea of Adrian Dansac, a 
scientist. 

WhiYJe the secret is in the chemicals used 
still the routine of the process is inter- 
esting. The plate is exposed as for an or- 
dinary picture and is “developed’’ and 
“fixed’’ in the usual manner, but with 
special chemicals. Up to this time no color 


has appeared. A “print” is taken in tne 
usual way on a specially prepared pzxper. 
This is “‘varnished” and dried and then 
washed in three colors, blue, green and red, 
being dried after each color is used. Thus 
the picture takes up these colors in their 
proper places, producing the color of the 
original, though neither of these three may 
be it. Just how the colors of the paper 
are endowed with discriminating power is 
a& mystery that no one besides the invertor 
can explain. All that you are permitted to 
know is that they are some one of them 
has this power, because you see the func 
tion performed. 

The most delicate tints are blended \to- 
gether with all the beautiful touch nature 
has endowed the subject. In landscape tn® 
pete A grass, the lights and shadows, the. 
sunlight effects, every color and shade is 
reproduced perfectly. In a picture of a 
young woman somewhat gaily dressed the 
coloring is really marvelously shown. She 
wears a yellow gown, a red hat and is be- 
decked with many colored ribbons, while 
at her waist are pinned two bunches of 
violets of different shades. Everyone of 
these many colors are reproduced with 
delicate accuracy. Other pictures of equally 
artistic interest are in the collection that 
has been brought to this city. 

The demand for the mysterious chemicals 
has been enormous. A firm known to all 
ping pings we especially the amateurs, will 

ave the handling of the chemicals in this 
country, but as yet they have been unable 
to secure par of them. A consignment is 
expected during the summer. The firm an- 
nounces that the cost will be sufficiently 
moderate as to place the discovery within 
the hands of amateurs. 


The discovery of a diamond ring in the 
stomach of a dog by the use of the X ray 
has so much of the ludicrous in it that it is 
interesting. The dog is a pet in a family 
here and was playing with the head of the 
house when the ring sipped from the man’s 
finger. In an instant it was down the dog's 
throat, and, liking the new diet, the dog was 
soon ready for more. Not so with the man. 
One meal at $250 was enough for a single 
night, and he forthwith made preparations 
to recover his property. The X ray was ap- 
pealed to and it brought forth a fine view 
of the lost diamond securely lodged be- 
yond reach. Then the greatest question of 
the day arose and that was how to recover 
it. After bribing all the family the man ar- 
ranged to explore the dog, but the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
interposed objections. Thus it is said that 
a very valuable dog is for sale cheap. 


The story of the {lluminated spectacles is 
not one to be laughed at, though it does 
smack of the marines. he glasses were 
used by an ager woman a few hours be- 
fore her death. The next day when they 
were moved from the table on which they 
had been since last used, it is said that the 
eyes and part of the face of the dead 
woman were clearly imprinted in the glass. 
Columbian College has been appealed to, but 
none of the learned men up there has ven- 
tured an explanation of the mystery. 


Edgar Allen Poe’s home ts to go the way 
of all things dear and soon electric car 
tracks will stretch across the spot that 
once was the threshold of the sweetest 
spot on earth to the poet. The cottage will 
be carted to a pear by little park to be 
known as Poe Park, but all things that 
make up the beautiful landscape and 
identify the cottage will be cut away in 
order to widen the thoroughfare. 

The cottage stands a few yards awa 
from the junction of Kingsbridge and Ford- 
ham roads and within a few minutes’ walk 
of a bustling modern railroad station. The 
building is one and a half stortes high. 
When Poe went into the cottage in 1846 it 
stood alone in a wild country save fora few 
farms, lying wide apart. It is no longer 
alone. Macadamized roads, steam heat, 
railroads, gas and water have done their 
work, and the little house shrinks in a 
shame-faced way under the shadow of the 
modern buildings that surround it.

Incorporated in this ordinance are several 
clauses or sectons in relation to bicycles, 
In the first section fixing the rates to be 
paid is a long list of taxes on various kinds 
of vehicles and the words ‘on each bicycle, 
tricycle or velocipede, one dollar.’”’ Under 
the list of exemptions frem taxation are 
bicycles, tricyeles or velocipedes owned and 
used solely by children under 12 years of 
age. 

All licenses must be paid each year be- 
fore the first of April. After that date the 
rate of payment will be doubled until June, 
when the owner of the unlicensed vehicle 
will be subject to a fine of not less than 
$10 nor more than $200, and each day the 
license remains unpaid shall constitute a 
Separate offense. 

The bill puts the work: of collecting the 
licenses in the hands of the newly created 
officer called the License Commissioner. 
He is authorized to employ constantly four 
deputies, whose duties will be to see that 
all vehicles passing upon the streets are

REALTY EXCHANGE MATTERS. 


Mrs. Wainwright’s Magnificent Resi- 
dence—Some Heavy Sales Closed 
—Agents’ Weekly Reports. 


Much of the attention of the real estate 
interests and of investors, big and little, 
has been occupied this week with the open- 
ing of the popular real estate auction sea- 
eon. Whiie not peculiar to St. Louts, there 
here with every year until they have be- 
come a feature of the business of selling 
ground. The first sale of the season ig re- 
ported elsewhere. 

These sales deserve the favor in which 
they are held. The old method of selling 
lots in outlying districts has become obso- 
lete. It is of course still the vogue to sell 
property [In settled districts at private sale 
and it will always be so, but a city can no 
longer be bullt up on that slow-going plan. 
The custom is now general td lay out and 
improve the districis not yet settled and 
to sell them at auction. In this way new 
districts are made available for settlement 
and in no other way can it be done. If the 
progress of the city depended on the pur- 
chase of individual lots in the suburbs and 
their improvement by buyers, there would 
be no progress. The people would continue 
to crowd the already settled districts and 
they would soon become congested and pos- 
Bibly unsanitary. 

Under the other practice, where whole 
tracts are laid out and soki byw syndicates, 
the property is first graded, then streets 
and sidewaiks are laid, sewers built and 
other important accessories attended to, 
and when the property is sold at auc- 
ton the buyer gets a first-class lot ready 
for a building at a cost but little above that 
of _un-mproved ground sold  piece-meal. 
This is due to the fact that the improve- 
ments are made at a cost probably less than 
one-half that of having the work done in 
small way by individual purchasers. 

There will be many new districts opened 
up in this way during the year, and buy- 
ers ‘n search of pleasantly-situated home 
Bites, with all improvements made, will be 
given the opportunity to buy in all parts 
of the city. As a rule, prices rule low at 
the auctions, although prospective purchas- 
ers should not go to them in the same spirit 
that they attend a fire sale of dry goods. 
St. Louis real estate has too staple and 
lasting a value to admit of its being sacri- 
ficed like a water-damaged blanket. Prices 
always rule lower than at private sale, but 
they are not much below the actual market 
value of the property sold. 

One of the greatest advantages of the auc- 
tion sale is the advertising that is gained 
for the section put on sale. It's a very un- 
usual ‘thing for all lots offered to be sold 
at the first sale, but attention is forcibly 
called to the surrounding property and the 
unsold lots are afterward disposed of at 
private sale to good advantage. 

Buyers at an auct!on are usually placed in 
KR Oya) pa to realize on their investment in 
@ handsome manner, usually in a compara- 
tively short time. Values always advance 
after an auction sale, for the reason that 
improvements in the nature of houses and’ 
stores are begun at once and the neighbor- 
hood meqine to be settled. Hence, when resi- 
dence there becomes desirable, would-be 
purchasers find that they cannot buy at the 
same figure that they could have secured 
the property when jt was pasture land or 
a truck garden.

BEN VON PHUL. 
Among the prominent real estate men of

May 21, 1840. His father, Henry Von Phu,

After this little taste of war Mr. Von Phul 
joined the Confederate army as a private; 
was subsequently Captain of Artillery, and 
on Gen. Price's raid through Missouri acted 
as his Chief of Artillery and Ordinance. 

He has been identified with the real estate 
business for many years, and has consum- 
mated some of the largest deals that have 
been made, and his judgment in real estate 
matters is much sought after.

RIGHT OF WAY. 


The shooting of a motorman on his car 
by the driver of a buggy because the lat- | 
ter was angered at being asked to get out 
of the way brings to the front the unset- 
tled problem of right of way of vehicles 
in public streets. This is an open sore, 
so to speak, with drivers in all cities, and 
unless it can be settled by agreement 
amone vehicle owners and street car 
companies, adequate legislation should be 
invoked to settle it. 

The present city ordinance gives ve- 
hicles the right to drive upon street car 
tracks, in the same direction as the cars 
are going, and does not provide that such 
vehicles must drive off the track to 
make way for the street cars. This 
leaves the question of right of way in 
doubt, though it is probable nine drivers 
out of every ten know nothing of the or- 
dinance or its defects. 

If street car companies paid adequate- 
ly for their franchises and paid their taxes 
as they ought, there would be no diffi- 
culty in deciding that the right of way, 
as far as the tracks are concerned should 
be awarded to their cars. But this is not 
the case. The owners of other vehicles 
are compelled to pay their taxes, which 
are frequently much heavier, in propor- 
tion to profit, than those the street car 
companies ought to pay, but do not. 
Yet the street car managers assume that 
they Rave the right of way of every other 
vehicle, from a dray to a hearse. 

Meanwhile, until the question is set- 
tled by legislation, let drivers exercise pa- 
tience. The motorman has to make his 
time. He is a workingman trying to do 
his best. Forbearance on both sides 
Should be exercised. And quarrelsome 
violence should be promptly punished by 
the proper authorities.

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A WEEK OF WAR. 

It is just a week since the outbreak 
of war between Greece and Turkey was 
announced, The fighting between the 
regular troops began a week ago yester- 
day, And it was precisely a week after 
the campaign was formally opened before 
anything decisive was accomplished on 
either side. 

The victory of the Turks at Mati on 

Friday, and the subsequent evacuation 
of Turnova and Larissa by the Greeks, 
is probably the beginning of the end. The 
evacuation of Larissa leaves an open 
road for the Turkish invasion for nearly 
half the distance to Athens. This does 
not mean that the march to Athens will 
be an easy affair or speedily accom- 
plished, The Greeks have shown, as they 
showed in the War of Independence 
which began in 1821, that they can and 
will fight. They have shown the best 
qualities of the best type of soldier in 
this: That they will keep on fighting 
after they are whipped and even when 
the campaign seems to be going against 
them, 
They are the only people of Southern 
Europe except the Turks and the Mon- 
tenegrins who will do this. For most of 
the Southern races victory or the promise 
of it is essential to the display of cour- 
age. The Greeks fight desperately in re- 
treat, and when they have lost one fight 
they are ready to fight again. Under 
these circumstances—with the reserves 
reaching the front and the whole popula- 
tion aroused and armed—even the Turk- 
ish victory at Larissa will simply mean 
more hard fighting along the new line of 
defense which Prince Constantine's 
forces have taken up. ‘ 

The situation-is not yet desperate for 
Greece. A brave people that will fight 
as they have fought during the past week 
are unconquerable in a mountainous 
country like the Greek peninsula, ex- 
cept as the result of a long campaign 
with overwhelming forces. Moreover, if 
the Greek army in Epirus fights as the 
one in Thessaly has been fighting, and 
if the Greek fleet shows the same stub- 
born courage as the land forces, the 
week that begins to-day may see th@ situ- 
ation retrieved, If Edhem Pasha’s army 
follows the retreating Greeks to the 
Pharsala line of defense they will be still 
farther from their base of supplies and in 
a country whose every inhabitant is a 
deadly enemy. It is by no means im- 
possible that the Turks may have to re- 
treat in spite of their victory, as two 
Greek armies are operating in their rear 
and the Greek fleet is menacing their line 
of communication. 

But what is more likely to happen now 
than anything else is the intervention of 
the Great Powers, No doubt these pow- 
ers have more respect for the Greeks 
than they had a week ago, and it has not 
been a part of their plan from the begin- 
ning to allow either Turkey or Greece to 
win a decisive victory. By meeting the 
demands of his people for war, King 
George has saved his dynasty. If suc- 
cess had crowned the Greek arms he 
would probably have obtained Crete and 
the boundary line given to Greece by 
the Berlin treaty. In view of the Turk- 
ish success he may have to abandon 
these pretensions for the present, but it 
is not likely that the Great Powers will 
permit the dismemberment of Greece, or 
any more punishment than is required to 
make her peaceable for some time to 
come. 

As for the Turks, they have shown 
again what they have shown before— 
that they will fight like devils ven the 
pinch. comes. It is probable the Sultan 
will be satisfied with this. Ai any rate, 
whether satisfied or not, he is not likely 
to get more except it be a moderate war 


indemnity.

A QUESTION OF PRECEDENCE. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote and other mem- 
bers of the Diplomatic Corps at Wash- 
ington deny that they have raised any 
question of precedence in connection 
with the ceremonies attending the dedi- 
cation of the Grant monument in New 
York. 

Very recently it was said that Sir Ju- 
lian had raised this question at State 
dinners during the Cleveland administra- 
tion, and that Secretary Olney had at- 
tempted to give the British Ambassador 
the precedence he claimed over Vice- 
President Stevenson at a dinner in the 
Olney home. More recently the question 
was raised as to the order that should 
prevail at White House dinners, and it 
is understood that Vice-President Hobart 
has gone down nearer the salt in con- 
sequence of Sir Julian's insistence. 
While to the citizens of a country with 
a democratic form of government and 
society such contentions as this are ab- 
surd, their very absurdity is what Jeffer- 
son sought to avoid when he opposed our 
adoption of a diplomatic service fash- 
ioned after old-world notions and mod- 
els. For our acceptance of the forms of 
diplomacy involves our acceptance of its 
usages. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote is clearly right 
in the position he has taken. There is 
a broad distinction between Minister and 
Ambassador. A Minister is simply the 
political agent of the country he repre- 
sents. An Ambassador is the personal 
representative of his Sovereign, or of the 
head of the State, and as such on all of- 
ficial occasions, is entitled to the precise 
place that his Sovereign would be en- 
titled to if personally present. Sir Ju- 
lian is entitled to that place which would 
be assigned Queen Victoria at a State 
dinner or any other official function. 
As the usages of diplomatic intercourse 
demand that the visiting head of any 
Government shall precede mere ministo- 
rial officers, such as members of Cabi- 
nete and Vice-presidents, Ambassadors 
at Washington, befng the personal repre- 
sentatives of their Sovereigns, are en- 


titled to like precedence.

TAX-DODGING EXPERTS. 

The race between taxation laws and 
the tax-dodgers is becoming extremely 
interesting. Next to securing satisfac- 
tory investments and openings for their 
“enterprises” one of the chief occupa- 
tions of the millionaires which our laws 
have been breeding for many years is the 
dodging of the tax gatherer. 

So expert have the wealthy tax-dodgers 
become at evading the paymeént of their 
due share of taxation during their life, 
by moving the bulk of their taxable 
property beyond the limits of States 
where assessment is strict, as the Goulds 
did, that several of the States are at- 
tempting to bring the defaulters to time 
by means of succession or inheritance 
taxes, If they will not pay when alive, 
their estates, it is hoped, can be forced 
to make up for their shortcomings after 
their deaths. 

The latest of these inheritances tax 
laws is embodied in a bill which has 
just passed the New York Assembly. This 
bill provides for a graded tax. On es- 
tates of $500,000 the tax is 5 percent. Es- 
tates of over $500,000 must bear an ad- 
ditional tax, at the accumulating rate of 
1 per cent for each $250,000. 

Commenting upon the effect of such 
laws upon the millionaire tax-dodgers, 
the New York Evening Post significant- 
ly says: “A well known man, supposed 
all his life to be very rich, died in New 
York the other day, and it appeared that 
his estate only amounted to $1,000. There 
may, of course, be no connection be- 
tween the fact and the pendency of this 
bill.” 

If laws similar to that just enacted in 
New York go into effect in other States, 
especially in the Eastern States, one of 
the wonders of the times will undoubted- 
ly be the number of men who will be dis- 
covered after their death to have been 
extremely poor, but who had the reputa- 
tion during their lives of being million- 
aires and who spent money like million- 
aires.

Marion Hedgepeth, late train robber, 
wants to be pardoned out of the peniten- 
tiary. Mr. Hedgepeth is not singular in 
this desire. It is common to convicts. He 
thinks he should be pardoned for his serv. 
ices as a police spy while serving time him- 
self. He “turned up” Holmes, the myiti- 
murderer, and has reported so many bits 
of information picked up with his fellow 
convicts that he earned the title of “the 
St. Louis police telephone.”” It would ap- 
pear that the only way in which Mr. Hedge- 
peth can remain a really useful member of 
society is for him to remain out of society, 
and in the pen. It is sometimes, said delli- 
cately, of a convict, that “he is doing the 
‘State a service.”” It is seldom true. Usual- 
ly he costs the State more than his labor 
pays for. Mr. Hedgepeth is the exception. 
He is of service to the State—behind the 
bars. The exploiting of his services in the 
capacity of convict may defeat the end for 
which he is striving. It may be used as an 
drgument for keeping him in durance. 


Robert P. Porter has been investigating 
the experiment of Glasgow in the municipal 
ownership of street car lines. Now, here 
is something which Mr. Filley and the 
House.of Delegates might investigate, with 
a view of introducing such a reform in 
St. Louis. It is true that there would be 
no picking for any one in getting franchises 
put through, but then most of the valuable 
franchises have already been given away. 
But look at the jobs which would be in 
sight for hungry political ‘“‘workers.’’ With 
several thousand motorman’s and conduct- 
or’s jobs, to gay nothing of superintendents, 
clerks, timekeepers, repairers, car cleaners, 
painters, switch turners, transfer agents, 
and what not, in addjtion to the present 
army of municipal employes, victory at the 
polls would mean a whole lot more than it 
does now—especiaHy under the reign of 
Uncle Henry, when, with singular lack of 
foresight, most of the incumbents were re- 
elected, and, in consequence, a remarkable 
post-election famine of jobs is afflicting the 
politician. 


As was expected, the crusade of the of- 
ficious censor of public morals, Anthony 
Comstock, on Gabriel dad’ Annunzio’s 
“Triumph of Death,’’ has resulted mereiy 
in creating a marvelous demand for the 
book. In an interview Publisher Richmond 
says: 

*““Because of the advertisement which Mr. 
Comstock made of the book, I suppose, or- 
ders for it came in such quantities that I 
could not fillthem. The printer, Mr. Little, 
gives me no hope that I may supply, before 
the end of the season, all the orders which 
I have received.” 

And the worst of it is that this sudden 
increase of orders is unquestionably due 
to the morbid appetite of the prurient. The 
book was unknown to the masses. It was 
read by the literary and scientific reader 
only. The judges who tried the Richmond 
case decided that the book was not ob- 
scene. Now every seeker after the pruri- 
ent wants to judge for himself. That An- 
thony Comstock found something in it 
which he construed to be “obscene, in- 
decent and lascivious” is sufficient reason 
for the impure of heart to search for those 
passages. There are thousands of people 
like the lady #ho expressed to Samuel 
Johnson that he had omitted indecent 
words from his dictionary. “I perceive, 
madame, that you have been looking for 
them,’’ was the apt reply of the discerning 
lexicographer. 


This is indeed the mechanical age. The 
very latest new thing is the phonograph 
as parson. Rev. 8S. G. Sammis of South 
River, N. J., was the daring innovator who 
first introduced the machine into the pulpit. 
The Buddhists have long had a praying 
machine, and if mortals can pray by ma- 
chinery, why not have mechanical ser- 
mons? In truth, the phonograph as parson 
has its advantages. For a time, at least 
until the novelty wears off, it will serve to 
keep the congregation awake. Some preach- 
ers cannot do that. It will attract a 
crowd, all anxious to get good seats, and 
some preachers cannot do that. The 
phonographic sermonizer will not get mixed 
up in any church scandals nor heresy 
trials. There is no telling to what its use- 
fullness may not be extended. We may live 
to see it line out the hymn to be ren- 
dered by a full chorus of phonographs; to 
have it read the lesson; deliver the ser- 
mon, and give the benediction, with special 
phonographs for christening, marriage and 
burial services. We may have the fair

solution in return—all by machinery. Truly 
this is an age of wonders.

Nothing occurs, it is 
only alleged ta have occurred. But it 
would appear that the English libel law 
gives them reason for overcaution. The 
St. James Budget recently stated as a bit 
of social gossip that Miss Marion Terry, 
the actress, was soon to be married. There 
was nothing scandalous, notning to ber 
discredit in this, and when the paper dis- 
covered that its information was not 
authentic, it published a second item to 
that effect, together with an apology. 
Nevertheless, the actress was not satisfied 
and brought suit for libel. The average 
American intellect scarcely grasps the idea 
that to announce a prospective honorable 
marriage constitutes libel, even if the an- 
nouncement, made in good faith, proves to 
be unfounded. But the English libel law 
covers such a case, and the jury gave her 
a verdict of $2,500 damages, while the 
Judge chipped in, free of charge. a diatribe 
against “a wanton invasion of the privacy 
of an individual.” No wonder our British 
confreres are cautious, that the American 
interview remains practically unknown 
across the water. 


There are occasions when the British 
journalist has a just opportunity of get- 
ting even with us for giving him the 
merry ha-ha. Just now the English news- 
papers are having all sorts of fun at our 
expense. It chiefly takes the form of hu- 
morous cOMmment on some of our proposea 
freak legislation—the freak legislator hav- 
ing been particularly numerous and as- 
sertive this season. The Missouri bill to 
stop flirting on trains, the Kansas bill to 
incorporate the ten commandments into 
the penal code, the theater hat bills and the 
‘attempt in Alabama to proscribe the bloom- 
er, the shirt waist and tights, have been 
especially singled out by the wits for 
lampoons in song and verse. And it must 
be admitted that the ridicule is deserved. 


One argument for the retention of the 
harmful corset Iles in the fact that at odd 
times it has been efficacious as armor. tn 
deflecting the course of bullets and turning 
aside the blade of the assassin’s knife. 
But whatever may be said of it as a de- 
fense is to an extent offset by its turning 
into a deadly weapon. An authenticated 
instance of this is cited in the case of Mrs. 
Alice Murphy, a New York domestic, whoge 
corset rose up and stabbed her while she 
was laboring over the washtub and thinx- 
ing no evil. The deadly steel entered her 
side and Injured her so bad!y that it be- 
came necessary to send her to the hos- 
pital, where she now lies in a critical condi- 
tion. The corset steel is an assassin. The 
wash lady never knew who or what stabbed 
her until she was disrobed at the hospital. 
Ladies will do well to take note of this 
hitherto unsuspected trait of the insidious 
corset steel, which may stab to the vitals 
while embracing its victim. The trouble 
is that some people never know how to 
apply a moral. There are those who will 
not conceive that the moral of this is, “De 
not wear corsets,"’ but will take it to he, 
“Do not toil at the wash tub.” 


Dr. J. J. Lawrence, in his capacity of 
editor of the Medical Brief, continues to 
pour hot shot into the “‘bugologists,” as he 
terms those of his brethren who believe tn 
anti-toxins as the only means of destroying 
disease germs. Here are a few of his re- 
marks against them: 

“This small circle of pseudo-sclentists, 
bacteriologists and serum therapists con- 
demn those who question their views ax 
ignoramuses and obstructionists. They do 
not realize that their own claims are com. 
ing to be regarded as a farce, that their 
assertions furnish the butt of good-natured 
ridicule, that their absurd and long-winded 
reports are published far and wide merely 
because of certain attendant sensational 
features. We find, however, that the prac- 
tice of medicine, which means the admin- 
istration of pureé drugs for the relief of 
diseased conditions, is proceeding pretty 
much as though there were no such 
things as bugs and serums. A few men 
give anti-toxin, but these same men used 
tuberculin, Brown-Sequard’s elixir and 
every other fad. It is only a question or 
date what they are prescribing.”’

AGAINST THE GOLD STANDARD. 


Issue Involved Vastly More Than That of Monometal- 
lism or Bimetallism—Platform Proposed to 
Unify All Anti-Gold Standard Factions. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

No subject is of greater importance than 
that of united political action against the 
single gold standard and the encroach- 
ments of European influence. The only 
hope of plutocracy is to prevent uhion and 
divide its opponents. The interests at 
stake are too supreme to be partisan, or 


remain divided on nonessentials. What is 
the issue? Is it mono or bimetallism? It 
involves vastly more. The spirit and pur- 
poze of industrial and political despotism 
is the same it nas ever been, The same 
it was when Charles I. and his motley 
horde of nobles and vagabonds, prelates 
and pads, lords and thieves, left London 
t> set up the royal banner at Notting- 


ham Hill, It was King, Noble, hired rabble 
and state church, against the producers of 
the wealth of the nation. The same mo- 

animated them from King to foot- 
, tu get something for nothing by plun- 
cer, or by operation of law. 
fame spir't animated the insane 
George II1., his ministry and worthless no- 
bility, when they hired the “Indian dogs 
of war’ to murder our fathers and moth- 
ers, to compel them to submit to robbery 
by law, in the Revolutionary period. 

The same that animated Louis XVI. 
when he took the oath to support the con- 
Stitution of France, and even then was 
colluding with the crowned heads of Europe 
to call in thelr armies to exterminate the 
men, who required him to take it.

They are not 
in sympathy with republican institutions 
and only lack the power to be despots. The 
Federal constitution was formed 109 years 
ago. It was the greatest political instru- 
ment of that kind until then. But its 
framers did not claim to use infinite fore- 
sight—they feresaw that human progress 
in the natural course of events would de- 
mand it be amended and revised, and in 
article 56 they provided how it should be 
done. 

The first Congress after it was formed 
added eleven amendments and others have 
been added, until it is now nearly half 
amendment. It was formed before,the great 
French revolution that did so much to clear 
the political sky of the world, If it had 
been made only fifteen years later it would 
have been greatly improved. It would then 
have had a bill of rights: Would any 
one claim it is infallible and will never need 
revision? Compare it with one of dur mod- 
ern State Constitutions with their Bill of 
Rights and the crystallized wisdom and 
experience of one hundred years since and 
see the contrast. See the provisions con- 
cerning banks. railroads, corporations and 
many other things not then in existence; 
see their provisions against special legisla- 
tion and abuses of the public credit. 

Since it is not infalk ble and now needs 
revision, when will we ever as a nation be 
better prepared than now to commence the 
task? We have an illustrious precedent for 
this proposition. In his inaugural address 
March 4, 1861. Lincoln sought to avert the 
storm of impending revolution and war by 
an appeal to that measure in these words, 
“While I make no recommendation of 
amendment, I fully recognize the full. au- 
thority of the people over the whole sub- 
ject, to be exercised in either of the modes 
prescribed in the instrument itself, and I 
should, under existing circumstances, favor 
rather than oppose a fair opportunity being 
afforded the people to act upon it. I will 
venture to add that the Convention mod 
seems preferable, in that {t allows amend- 
ments to originate with the people them- 
selves. instead of only permitting them to 
take or reject propositions originated by 
others, not especially chosen for the pur- 
pose and which m‘ght not be precisely such 
as they would wish either to accept op re- 
fuse.”’ 

The reasons for the “convention mode” 
are conclusive. How much better to have 
taken Lincoln’s advice; call a convention 
and settle the vexed question of slavery 
by peaceable means and deliberation on 
the basis of gradual emancipation and 
some degree of compensation to the own- 
ers. The slaves were not valued by them 
at more than $300 per capita; but it has 
cost in money $1,230 per capita and the 
bloodshed and suffering of the war beside. 
As a result of it, the freed men and 99 
per cent of the whites are debt serfs—if 
the Buropean policy is to continue to be 
s0 permanently. Do we want to repeat 
that kind of history? The last resort of 
plutocracy is to divide, prevent union and 
destroy. In many States where they have 
Legislatures they are now enacting elec- 
tion laws to prevent co-operative party 
action, as it was practiced by the Demo- 
crats and Populists last campaign. 

The soonen clearer and broader the issues 
are made the better. Put it clearly, Kuro- 
pean despotism and encroachment aga'nat 
American Republican self-government. Make 
the the Muropean garrizon expose them- 
selves to the public view by their oppo- 
sition to the fundamental principles of 
Republican self-government; tear the mask 
off their faces, make them sail under their 
ewn colors.

For the first time in our history the 
prices of labor wages and their products 
is actually less than the cost of production.

RESURRECTION 
CRITICISED BY A SCHOLAR 


Rev. W. F, Peck Replies to the Easter Sermon of 
Rev. W. W. Boyd, D. D.—The Proofs Reviewed. 


The doctrine of a.literal resurrection of 
the physical body is certainly very incon- 
gruous with the enlightened and progressive 
age in which we are living and to find an 
intellectual and scholarly man boldly pro- 
claiming such a belief through a widely cir- 
culated publication is rather startling, to 
say the least. That such a theory is con- 
trary to every known physical law and ob- 


served fact of modern times, no one will 
venture to dispute for &@ moment, and so 
Dr. Boyd, in his ingenious, though scarcely 
ingenuous, article rests that belief solely 
upon the historical evidence of the bodily 
resurrection of Jesus of Nazareth, and 
maintains that proof sufficient to establish 
that marvelous and unnatural event is con- 
tained in the gospels and the writings of 
the Apostles. 

Let us briefly review the Doctor's state- 
ments and ascertain whether they are fully 
supported by facts: 

“First,” he declares, “certain facts are 
universally conceded; that a man named 
Jesus Christ was born in Judea in the reign 
of the Roman, Herod, and was crucified 
under Pontius Pilate,’ ete. The writer of 
this criticism, while believing in the reality 
of Jesus as a historic character, regrets to 
say that the evidence of that fact is not as 
conclusive as the good Doctor would make 
it appear. That said fact is “‘universally 
conceded” certainly is not true, for there 
are many scholarly people who have and 
express grave doubts upon that point. Some 
going so far as to express the opinion that 
the story of Jesus and his doings was 
founded entirely upon the Iliffe, character 
and acts of ApiHonion of Lyana. Space will 
not permit an examination of the reasons 
upon which this theory is based nor is it 
necessary to the object of this article. 

Warmly as we admire the character of 
the Jesus of the Gospels; deeply as we love 
the brave and unselfish soul) who sealed 
his work and teachings with his blood, can- 
dor compels us to admit that the evidence 
of contemporaneous history is lacking to a 
most remarkable degree in his case. That 
a life and death attended by such wonderful 
events as are recorded of Jestis in the Gos- 
pels should have attracted so little atten. 
tion from the histomans of the time jis in- 
explicable. Philo, a voluminous Jewish 
writer, who was a man grown at the birth 
of Jesus and who survived the latter a 
number of years, although a resident of a 
neighboring province, never mentions the 
Nazarine nor. his works. 

Josephus, whom Dr. Boyd cites as au- 
thority, has but one short passage referring 
to Jesus, and we question if there is a 
reputable scholar living who will maintain 
the genuineness of that passage. Indeed, it 
bears the most unmistakable stamp of 
forgery; an out and out interpolation intro- 
duced, there is reason to believe, about the 
time of Eusebius. Dr. Lardner, an eminent 
Christian writer; gives no less than four- 
teen reasons for discarding that passage as 
a counterfeit. 

Tacitus and Pliny, whom the doctor also 
cites, might be competent authorities— 
though neither of them were contemporary 
with Jesus—if we could be certain as to 
what they really did write; but, owing to 
the fact that their works have been handed 
down to us in a notoriously-mutilated and 
corrupted condition, their testimony is well 
nigh worthless. So that, to be fair, we 
must admit that external evidence of the 
authenticity of the Hfe of Christ as ac- 
cepted by the church, or even as [to his 
actual existence, is, at best, very unsat- 
isfactory and inconclusive. 

Upon the gospels and writings of the 
apostles we must rely entirely for our 
knowledge of the life and teachings of one 
who created an epoch in the world’s his- 
torv 

This is a singular, and in some respects 
unfortunate, fact, for it throws the burden 
of proof upon annals whose beginning -s 
veiled in mystery and obscur.ty. 

No documents exist to-day that were writ- 
ten in the time of Christ. The oldest MSS. 
of the New Testament in existence dates 
back only to the fourth century, 300 years 
after the events recorded took place. 

No one pretends that the gospels are ex- 
actly as written by the men whose names 
they bear. In the early centuries many 
different versions of the gospels and other 
sacred writings existed, some of which 
were accepted as authentic by one portion 
of the church and rejected by others. 

In order to fix a canon that could be 
accepted by the entire church many coun- 
cils were held with varying results until 
the Council of Carthage, A. D. 397, adopted 
the present canon of the New Testament. 

During the life of Jesus, and for years 
after his death, no written record was kept 
of his teachings or his works. The disciples 
taught orally, and years elapsed before any 
attempt was made to reduce their teach- 
ings and statements of facts to writing. 

In view of the fallibility of human mem- 
ory and judgment, to say nothing of hon- 
esty, such a record must of necessity have 
been very imperfect. 

Then. when we consider the vicissitudes 
and trials of the early Christians, the fac- 
tions into which they were divided, the 
persecutions to which they were subjected, 
the diffigulty of preserving the early rec- 
ords asé¢first written must be apparent to 
all. To claim that the New Testament, as 
it exists to-day is an exact record of the 
events attending the birth of Christianity, 
is to assume infallibility of memory and 
judgment for the eye witnesses, for the 
scribes who put those statements on rec- 
ord, for the early fathers who selected the 
genuine from the many spurious —-_e+0 
and for the translators and copyists. his 
is a demand upon the credulity of think- 
ing minds which cannot be met, and when 
the best authorities admit the existence of 
errors and interpolations in the text, the 
difficulty of fixing the exact reliabilfty of 
the record becomes insuperable. 

These facts are stated solely with the ob- 
ject of giving a fair comprehension of the 
ditficulties that stare the student and in- 
vestigator in the face at every step and 
to emphasize the danger of attempting to 
dogmatize upon any theory or doctrine that 
is pupposed to be inculeated in those rec- 
ords. 

Dogmatism is the worst foe that religion 
has ever had to contend with, and, un- 
fortunately, the tendency has ever been 
to dogmatize most where the evidence was 
least under the mistaken idea that faith 
was more admirable and commendable the 
less it was supported by proof. 

We do not think the dogma of the physi- 
cal resurrection is warranted by the scrip- 
tural record, but even if it were, in consid- 
eration of the uncertainty which exists re- 
lative to the inerrancy of that record, we 
should be guided in our conclusions by the 
probabilities as revealed to us in the study 
of history and natural law. No other in- 
stance of the kind is recorded by authentic 
history, and no known law of nature sus- 
tains its possibility. Against these positive 
facts we have only the anppoced testimony 
of the evangelists and of Paul. Let us ex- 
amine that testimony as presented by Dr. 
Boyd. First, Paul. 

The sudden conversion of that truly able 
man argues strongly in favor of an over- 
whelming manifestation of a power 
in his case, That Paul saw the form of the 
Nazarene and heard his voice there is no 
good reason for doubting. Such an expe- 
rience is not out of harmony with modern 
instances, but that fact no_ more 
that his physical body arose from the dead 
than the appearance of Moses and Ellas 
at the transfiguration of Christ proved that 
they also had a physical resurrection. 

The Doctor says we have the testimony 
of 30 brethren who saw the arisen Jesus 
at one time. of Peter and James to whom 
Jesus appeared, and of “All the Aposties 
at the Ascension.” Where is that testimo- 
ny to be found? Not in the scriptures sure- 
ly. Neither Peter nor James mention it in 
their epistles. Paul says that 500 of the 
brethren saw him at one time, but that is 
the testimony of Paul, not of the 600, It is 
purely hearsay evidence and would be ruled 
out of court in a case involving but a few 


dollars and cents.

The testimony regarding the resurrection 
is alnteun entirely hearsay evidence and 
would not ordinarily be regarded as conclu- 
sive upon matters of far less moment than 
the raising of the physica? body after death. 
Indeed. Paul himself settles that question 
in the negative by his decitaration§ that 
‘flesh and blood cannot enter the kingdom 
of God.” If Jesus really appeared to His 
disciples in a form of ‘flesh and bones, such 
as ye see me have” and then ascended in 
their view to heaven, Pau] was wrong in

All the 
events connected with it are so invoived in 
obscurity and eer ys pe as to render suc 
discussion a waste of time. Instead of em- 
ploying valuable time in the effort to estab- 
lish histoneal facts that must always re- 
main doubtful. or to sustain theolomioas 
dogmas and.metaphysica] theories s posed 
to rest upon such facts it woult te far 
mrore pleasing to Chris far more 
more in harmony with His life and teach- 
ings to practice the religion He taught by 
precept and example. 

Despite the uncertainty which gurrounds 
the origin of the New Testament scrip- 
tures, there is no volume so fraught with 
importance to the human race than this, 
none which has wielded such an influence 
upon the moral and spiritual life of 
Whether this fact depends upon the supe. 
rior intrinsic value of the book itself, or 
whether circumstances conspired to make 
it the medium for the spiritual awakening 
of the race, the fact remains that it stands 

re-eminent among the agencies that have 
enefited the human race. That it con- 
tains errors, even contradictions, cannot 
be successfully denied, but that the life 
and example of the Judean teacher and 
martyr has made an impression on the 
moral and intellectual life of man beyond 
any other similar instance is as certain as 
any historic fact can be. 

It is not Necessary to claim the perfec- 
tion or infallibility of the hero of that rec- 
ord. According to the record he_ was 
neither perfect nor omniscient, yet, endowed 
with an abundant portion of the divine 
spirit, he taught mankind that for which 
the world was hungry, and for which it is 
just as hungry to-day—the religion of hu- 
manity, the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man. 

True, Jesus gave the world no new truths. 
All the moral and spiritual ideas he gave 
voice to had been uttered by others before 
him, but that does not detract from the 
praise due His memory. No one can origi- 
nate atruth. Morality exists independent of 
book or teacher. The truths taught by 
Jesus were not true because He taught 
them, but He taught them because they 
were true. His was the religion of deeds, 
not of creeds; of doing, not of believng. His 
sought to establish a kingdom of heaven on 
earth, to bring about a perfect condition of 
man right here and now. ‘Universal health 
universal plenty, universal peace, universal 
love, universal happiness.” This was the 
religion of Jesus. to serve your fellow men, 
and he who did the most for his fellows on 
onan would fare best in the kingdom of 

a. 

Ah! if the modern church and its ministry 
would only cease splitting hairs over the- 
ological mysteries; cease the discussion of 
doctrinal questions, which have so hopeless- 
ly divided the sects and come down—or up— 
7 the teaching and practice of plain, prac- 
tical, common-sense religion, what a 
change might be wrought in every depart- 
es of social and political life. How quick- 
y the monstrous inequalities which now 
threaten a soeial revolution would cease 
to exist. Trusts, monopolies and selfish 
syndicates would soon become things of the 
past and ‘Equal opportunities for all; spe- 
cial priviliges for none” would become the 
recogn:zed motto of Christendom. Why do 
not the clergy endeavor to imitate their 
Master more closely? Jesus was always 
found upon the side of the poor and op- 
pressed, and hesitated not to denounce the 
rich and haughty in language which few of 
h's servants to-day would dare to use. 

Could a Rockefeller be a member in good 
standing in a church of which Jesus was 
pastor? Could a Searles, a Havemeyer, a 
Gould, an Astor, receive the communion cup 
from his hands? 

Religion, rightly directed, is an enobling 
and elevating sentiment. Perverted, it be- 
comes a creature of forms and ceremonies. 
degenerates into superstition, into blind and 
ignorant faith, an adherence to mere theol- 
ogical myths and mysteries. The creeds of 
the church have little foundation in the 
teachings of Jesus. In the one supreme 
test he applied to the candidates for en- 
trance into the kingdom of heaven he said 
no word about faith; asked no question as 
to the belief’ of the applicants. Belief in 
the Trinity, His divine sonship, the resur- 
rection, etc., etc., had no part in the test 
of worthiness. This was the test: “I was 
an hungered, and ye gave me meat; I was 


thirsty and ye gave me drink; I was a 
stranger and ye took me in. 
‘“‘Naked and ye clothed me: I was sick 


and ye visited me; | was in prison and ye 
came unto me;”’ for “inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of these, my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me.”’ 
Nothing in the wide world but kindness, 
benevolence, love; in short, morality. When 
all workers for the cause of. righteousness 


shall stand together upon that platform 
the regeneration of the human race 
will be assured.

RESULT OF THE INQUEST IN THE 
HOKE CASE. 


M’DONOUGH'’S TESTIMONY. 


The Sergeant Admitter That He Had 
Neglected His Duty and Offered 
But a Lame Excuse. 


The Coroner’s jury yesterday held the 
negro banjo player, Frank Williams, re- 
sponsible for the killing of William F. 
Hoke at Twenty-third and Chestnut streets 
early Thursday morning. 

David Hogan, who started the fight with 
Hoke, and after being knocked down 4a 
couple of times quit, was exonerated. 
There was no evidence to show that he did 
more than strike a few blows with his 


fist. 

On the advice of his counsel, Ashley 
Clover, Williams did not take the stand, 
but his confession to Capt. O'Malley, taken 
with the testimony of the other witneses, 
made the verdict a mere matter of form. 

The most sensational feature of the in- 
cucst was the testimony of Sergt. James 
McDonough, who saw the whole trouble 
and failed to make any report of it to his 
superior officers. He admitted that he had 
neglected his duty and made but the tam- 
est kmd of an excuse in palliation. He is 
now under suspension. 

Had Chief Harrigan obeyed his impulse 
when he heard of his subordinate’s con- 
duct, he would have ordered him shot in 
the jail yard, but as there were rules to be 
observed, he merely suspended him and 
preferred charges against him. The 
charges will be heard at the next meeting 
of the board and no one doubts but that 
nest. McDonough will be retired to private 

e. 

It would be possible to indict him as an 
accessory after the fact, as he concealed 
his knowledge of what had happened 
when first told of Hoke’s condition, but it 
is not probable that this will be done. 

Sergt. McDonough’'s testimony was quite 
full. He went at length into all the circum- 
Stances leading up to the fight, but de- 
nied having seen any knife used. 

After all the facts had been brought out 
the Coroner asked this question: 

‘Is it customary to report such cases?” 
“Yes, sir.’’ 

“Why didn’t you report this?’ 

‘I did not see any knife used. I did not 
know any man was cut or hurt until Chief 
Kiely told me at 1 o’clock in the morning.

He identified Williams as the negro. 

John ’. Ranson, the saloonkeeper, in 
whose place the row started, followed. He 
lied to the police about his knowledge of 
the fight, but told the Coroner a story cor- 
roborating that given by the other men: 
He denied having seen any knife or know- 
ing that a knife had been used. 

The co meg | of Peter Hoke, the dead 
boy’s father; W. J. Phillips, Hoke’s room- 
mate; William Gardner, a colored musician; 
William Rogers, porter at Ranson’s saloon: 
Frank Owens, a cab driver: J. L. Walker 
and Mike Ryan, added nothing of impor- 
tance to that already printed. 

Dick M. Wright, the friend with whom 
Hoke was out painting the town the night 
he was killed, was then put on the stand. 
His story has already been printed. He 
was embarrassed and hesitating. His mem- 
ory as to details was bad, owing to the in- 
toxicated condition in which he was. He 
couldn't identify Williams as one of the men 
in the fight, but did remember that he was 
one of the musicians. He could not remem- 
ber ever to have seen Hogan. 

His recital of the facts after the shootin 
Was much clearer than of what haneonell 
prior to it. The shots sobered him up. He 
said that after he found Hoke was Murt 
he Jed him into the engine-house. 

“They laid him down on the floor,”’ said 
Wright, ‘“‘and sent for a doctor. Pretty 
soon the doctor came. I asked him if Will 
was hurt bad. He said yes, that he was 
likely to die. 

“Then I knelt down beside him and gaid 
‘Will, Will, you're going to die. What 
do you want me to say to your mother?’ 

“Tell her everything,’ he answered. 
Then the ambulance came and they took 
him away.”’ 

A number of Chestnut street women 
were examined, but they knew nothing of 
importance and Alice Cook of 2323 iene 
street was put on the etand. She was one 
of the women in the wine-room with Hoke 
and Wright. 

She was waltzing with Wright, she said, 
when Hoke tnsulted her and when she ob- 
jected he slapped her face. This started 
the row that led to Hoke’s death. Her 
story of the fight was practically identical 
with the others.

WAR NEWS GAVE THE BULLS THE 
VANTAGE GROUND.

STATISTICS VERY STRONG. 


But the Advantages Have Been Dig- 
counted and a Decline May 
Be Looked For. 


Wild activity prevailed in the leading 


noticeable increase in the volume of bus!- 
ness with a heavy advance in values. 

The trading was principally by profes- 
sionals, and as is usual in manipulated 
markets there was a great irregularity in 
prices, and the feeling was nervous and 
unsettled. The leading bull factor was the 
surprising strength shown by the Liver- 
pool market at times, but all of the foreign 
markets were irregular and erratic,. and 
made some remarkable jumps. 

There was enough alarming news from 
the seat of war to enable the bulls to hold 
the whip hand the greater part of the time, 
but the bears fought valiantly and made 
a number of successful raids. 

The week closed with all markets strong 
and excited. July wheat scored a net ad- 
vance for the week of 8% cents, closing at 
82%@%c, “W@ue down from the top. 

May wheat closed at $1 asked, lic higher 
than a week ago, and higher than it has 
been since 1891. August scored an advance 
of 8%c, closing Saturday at 79%c sellers. 

Cash wheat also broke the record, and 
during the week sold ag high as $1.03 by 
sample, and No. 2 red wheat had $1 bid 
on call. 

The corn markets, both cash and futures, 
showed surprising strength and both the 
cash and the speculative demand was good, 
No. 2 white corn is in great demand and 
fancy prices are being paid. Good dry 
mixed corn also meets with ready sale and 
prices are advancing rapidly. 

The oat market is also strong and prices 
are advancing steadily. There is a good 


cash demand, but speculation is light al- 
though prices are higher. May oats gatned 


11%@%c during the week, and July oats 


closed 1%c higher than a week ago. 

The flour trade shows a decided improve- 
ment and the export business is increasing. 
Inquiries from Southern points are becom- 
ing general, and the outlook is more prom- 
ising than it has been for some time. 

The output of flour from the mills of St. 
Louis and vicinity last week was 38,600 bbls, 
as compared with: 28,700 bbls for last week 
and 54,500 bbls for the corresponding week 
a year ago. 

With the prospects for the early abate- 
ment of the flood, Southern business in 
both corn and oats is erg up, and there 
is an improved demand at advanced prices. 


The situation in regard to the grow- 
ing crop remains practically unchanged, 
but wet weather is still delaying spring 
wheat seeding in the Northwest, although 
the greater part of the crop has been 
seeded. 

There has been irreparable damage to the 
winter wheat crop-in Illinois, Missouri and 


portions of Indiana. Still, the crop will be 
considerably larger than last year. 

Stocks of wheat are being reduced rap- 
idly, and there has been a surprising in- 
crease in the demand for both wheat and 
flour. Prices of other grains are steadily 
advancing, but are not keeping pace with 
the advance in wheat, and seldom, if ever, 
has the difference between the cost of 
wheat and rye bread been greater. 

Liverpool, which practically controls the 
world's prices by buying the world’s sur- 
plus, shows no disposition to buy any great 
quantity of wheat at fancy prices, al- 
though there have been spasmodic ad- 
vances. The French, who consume more 
wheat per capita than any other nation, 
were expected to import large quantities 
of our wheat, but instead of that they are 
now proving our strongest competitor in 
the flour markets of the United Kingdom. 
Russia continues to ship a large amount 
of wheat, with no signs of any falling off in 
her exports. Australia; which was looked 
to as a probable importer, has proved a 
disappointment, and will have enough 
wheat to supply her needs. 

The bulk of the wheat crop of the country 
was formerly winter wheat, but conditions 
have gradually changed, until the gepring 
sqent crop will equal if it does not exceed 

The statistical position, the crop situa- 
tion and the cash demand are all unusually 
Strong, but have all been discounted, and 
prices have reached a point where the 
market requires the constant introduction 
of new bullish features to prevent a slump. 

The professionals who are in control at 
present expect to make their money, not off 
of each other, but out of the outside pub- 
lic, to whom a wild and exciting bull mar- 
ket is always a tempting bait, and as soon 
as a sufficient number of the ‘“grangers’’ 
are drawn in there is bound to be a slump, 
which will be very nearly in proportion to 
the heavy advance. 

As an indication of the way the effect of 
the war on wheat prices is Salar overesti- 
mated, take the provision market for an 
example. Traders who bought pork or lard 
in expectation of an advance in prices on 
account of the war have not only not made 
money, but so far have sustained an actual 
loss, and yet the prices of provisions would 
be affected by the probabilities of a gen- 
eral European war fully as much, if not 
more, than wheat. 

Another thing unfavorable to the extreme 
high prices is the alarming extent to which 
the practice of mixing corn with wheat 
flour is growing, and in view of this fact, 
the extraordinary demand for No. 2 white 
corn and the premium offered over No. 2 
mixed, especially for Southern shipment, 
looks suspicious. 


It was predicted in these columns some 
time ago that prices would be well main- 
tained throughout the coming year, b 
the season is not far enough advanced for 
money prices, and this advance will prob- 
ably e followed by a sharp decline. 

Unless some of the other powers are 
drawn into the Greeco-Turkish war. prices 
cannot be maintained at their present level 
for any length of time, and with war news 
and other disturbing factors out of the 
way, viewing the situation from all stand- 
points, it looks as if with other bread- 
stuffs unusually low, and prospects for a 
fairly good wheat crop, present prices are 
too high, as July wheat is fully 22%%¢c high- 
er than it was a year ago.

WINTER WHEAT CROP. 


Discouraging Reports From the Lead- 
ing States. 


TOLEDO, 0., April 4.—C. A. King & 
Company’s report on winter wheat, issued

Prospect there 
now is only a quarter of an average crop. 
About half there say it will be a total fail- 
ure. Two-thirds of the acreage sown Was 
winter killed. 

Indiana promises only a trifle over half 
a crop. Conditions lately are worse than 
two weeks ago. About one-third is winter 
killed. 

Missouri also looks bad. It promises less 
than two-thirds of an average. About a 
third of the acreage is being plowed up. 

Ohio has the best outlook. it now prom- 
ises nearly an average crop. About 10 per 
cent of the acreage was winter killed. 

Michigan looks now like nearly an aver- 
age crop, but needs growing weather. Some 
acreage has been winter kile@, but it is 
too early to tell definitely. 

Kansas is an uncertain State. It has a 
fair prospect now and has improved a 
trifle this month. About a fifth of the 
acreage was winter killed.

Labor Troubles Are Anticipated Be- 
cause of Wage Reduc- 
tions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—The Commercial 
Advertiser says: 

In a broad sense our financial position has 
not been changed in any important degree 
by the events of the week. Possibly the 
most interesting development has been 
that In the foreign exchange market. A 
sudden advance was made in exchange 
rates to a point at which gold might be 
shipped without loss to Europe. It was 


noted at the time that the advance was 
not accompanied by any large demand for 
bills, but was the effect rather of general 
nervousness and disinclination on the part 
of bankers to draw. Some of the leading 
exchan houses a that before exports 
of gold were made the exchange rate 
should be allowed to advance to $4.88% at 
least. Probably the precaution taken was 
needless, for almost immediately the rate 
fell back to $4.88 and efforts to sell a long 
line of long bills at the high level did not 
result in much business being done. 

The situation now is that the currrent 
supply and demand for exchange are not 
very far apart from each other, and but 
little business is passing at all in the mar- 
ket. London is unable as yet to tighten the 
chain running from the quarters where de- 
mand for gold is the strongest to our sub- 
treasury, and little has been heard of gold 
exports the last day or two.

is that it is as near to absolute lifelessness 
as it can be under the circumstances. 
Bankers feel themselves, as it were, in the 
middle of a desert of low money rates, with 
no sign on the horizon of any change, no 
matter in what direction one looks.

DEATH OF BERNARD SCHMUCKER, 
A PIONEER.

WAS A NOTED PHILANTHROPIST. 


German Catholic Churches, Schools 
and Convents Were Objects of His 
Unostentatious Philanthropy. 


Had Bernard Schmucker, who died of 
old age Saturday morning at his home, 11 
Franklin avenue, lived until 
would have paseed his 8th milestone. For 
‘wo-thirds of his long life he was a resi- 
dent of St. Louis. He came here in 1837 
and made an honorable name for himself 
by his uprightness and unbounded charity. 

Hie was a notable figure in German Cath- 


olic circles. There is not an institution or 

organization of that faith in this city that 

has not experienced his benevolence. 
When Mr. Schmucker came to St. Louis 


the town hardly extended west of Tenth 
street. He was born April 25, 1817, in 


Vestneiten, Province of Lippstadt. He was 
the issue of a third marriage and in his 
2th year he came to America with a son of 
his father’s first wife and a son of the 
second union. They reached St. Louis by 
way of New Orleans. 

The eldest brother Franz settled in 8t. 
Charies County and Anton ahd Bernard 
secured employment in a brick-yard on the 
site of aw poesont St. Vincent de Paul's 
Church at Ninth and Barry streets. Later 
sept went to their brother's farm, then to 
@ siaughter-house at Alton, farmed awhile 
near the present site of Belleville and re- 
turned to St. Louls and worked at the 
brick-yard on what was then known as 
Worthington’s Pasture, a common around 
Ninth street and Cass avenue. 

Bernard was not fond of brickmaking 
and went to driving a team of twenty-yoke 
oxen for the Gratiot Coal Mine on the Clay- 
ton road. He then connected himseif with 
Bernard Pratt's American Fur Company on 
the levee. After three years with the fur- 
traders, he went to Berthold & Ewing's 
wholesale grocery store and remained seven 

ears. Then he opened a retail grocery at 

ixteenth street and Franklin avenue. 

Mr. Schmucker soon became wealthy. He 
invested his savings in the Laclede Brewery 
at Twenty-second and Eugenia streets. In 
1866 he built a flour mill on lower Cass avé- 
nue. He made money out of it but it proved 
his undoing. Three times it was burned 
down and each time the owner rebuilt _ it 
though he did not carry a cent of insurance. 

In 1878 he gold out his interest and went 
buck to the retail grocery business at Six- 
teenth street and Franklin avenue. He re- 
tired from active life in 18, 

Mr. Schmucker was the father of St, 
Joseph's parish. He raised the money to 
buy the property and was the prime mover 
in gathering the funds to pay off the church 
debt. He inaugurated the St. Vincent de 
Paul's conference of the parish and found- 
ed the St. Joseph's Mutual Benevolent 8So- 
clety. He was the oldest living member 
of the congregation. 

®t. Joseph's Parish was not the only 
Cathol'c organigation that felt the touch of 
his nhilanthropy. 

Hiis money and his active help have been 
given freely to every German church, 
school and convent bullt In St. Louls within 
the last half century. He always gave un- 
ostentatiously. In that he followed his 
exemplar, St. Vincent de Paul. 

Though at one time wealthy, Mr. 
Sehmucker was only in comfortable clir- 
cumstances at the time of his death. It is 
understood that in his will he has given 
half of his means to Catholic charities, as 
his four dauehters are married and in good 
circumstances. 

Mr. Sehmucker will be burted from St. 
Joseph's Church, Eleventh and Biddle 
streets, Tuesday morning, at 9 o'clock. 
folemn high mass of requiem will be sung, 
and F:. Braun, pastor of St. Joseph's 
Church, will pronounce the eulogy. The 
various socteties of the parish and the Ger- 
man Catholic organizations of the city will 
be represented.

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GROWTH OF A 
MAMMOTH SHOW. 


HOW THE RINGLING BROTHERS 
BUILT THEIR CIRCUS. 


Gave a Show With Pins as the Price of 
Admission and Kept at It Until 
They Have Become Millionaires. 


Twenty-five years ago up here in McGreg- 
or, Io., there was a family by the name of 
Ringling. There were five boys among 
them, who all looked alike and were, all 
allke—‘‘bugs” on the subject of circuses. 

Their respected pater had once upon & 
time mustered up courage dénough to take 
them in a bunch to see one of those tre- 
mendous humbugs in the show business 
which travel from country town to country 
town, and the little Ringlings were as much 
delighted with it as every good American 
citizen always is with a distinctively Amer- 
ican humbug. 

They got the circus bee {nto their tattered 
straw hats, and vowed by their much-be- 
stubbed toes that some day they would run 
a circus. 

They began like a great many other boys 
by holding a circus in a tent made out of a 
rag carpet, with five pins as the price of 
admission. They painted their faces with 
stolen red ink, whitened them with flour 
from the pantry and had more fun proba- 
bly than they've ever had since. But then 
they didn’t make money. 

The pin circus gave way to a show where 
pennies were charged for admission snd 
where the schoolboys of the little town 
were called tn to assist the proprietors 
and managers in furnishing entertainment 
for those who gave up their hard-earned 
coppers at the gate, ; 

Indicative of tne business shrewdness 
which has resulted in the monster Ringling 
circus of to-day is a trick the boys resorted 
to to draw a crowd. They got hold of an 
old east-off wagon, painted it red, hired a 
bucking broncho which some cowboy had 
brought back home, and gave a regular 
parade through the streets of the town. 

it made a hit and the boys did a land 
office business. 

All this time the boys were getting older, 
and they still had in view their ultimate 
proprietorship of the greatest show on 
earth. Kach one determined to learn some- 
thing that would assist them in the circus 
business. One turned his efforts to be- 
coming a comedian, another to playing the 
cornet, another the trombone, and so on. 
But when all this was done they found 
themselves still a long way from their goa). 

Their first real venture in the show busi- 
neas professionally was fifteen years ago 
when the five brothers, having saved up a 
few dollars, started a hall show on the road. 
They took in only hamlets where the hogs 
ran in the streets and there were not any 
sidewalks. because they thought this was 
safest. Usually they played in the public 
schoo] house or a vacant Store, any old place 
would do. 

They had a band—three mouth instru- 
ments and a drum. They gave a parade 
with this in the day time and at night gave 
their show which consisted of singing, danc- 
ing and “‘Comicalities.”’ 

The next year they kept up the hall show. 
They got “Yankee’’ Sullivan, an old time 
showman who was broke, in with them and 
kept hammering away. They made consid- 
erable money and the next season, Sullivan 
having died, they started in the circus busi- 
ness proper. 

It was a pretty slim affair that the bro- 
thers went dragging around the country 
with about twenty trained horses, but it 
paid, and then next year they branched out 
with a menagerie. They had a bear, a mon- 
key and a hyena. The hyena they billed as 
the “terrible grave robbing hyena who 
laughs al] day in ghoulish glee.’’ The Ring- 
lings admit that they can't beat this even 
now. 

From there on the progress of the show 
was rapid. Features were constantly being 
added, the menagerie enlarged, until 1889 
it was the largest wagon show that ever was 
run, : 

The next year it was put on rails and has 
if anything grown more rapidly than ever. 
It now admits of no superiors. 

It will be seen in St. Louis the week of 
May 3 and as it made a great hit when here 
two yeurs ago. it Is sure to do a big busi- 
ness. The publNe will feel confident that the 
brothers have improved and enlarged it and 
will want to see in what respect.

ONLY TEMPORARY. 


UNION STOCK YARDS ABATTOIR 
TO CLOSE DOWN. 


STARTED IN AS MERE BOYS. RUMORS OF A CONSOLIDATION. 


Employes of the Beef-Killing Plant 
Will Be Retained in Other 
Occupations. 


The main part of the abattoir depart- 
ment of the St. Louls Union Stock Yards 
Abattoir and Cold Storage plant will close 
May l. This announcement was officially 
made Saturday by William A. Ramsay, 
secretary and treasurer of the company. 


Mr, Ramsay says the suspension is only 
temporary. 


When the news first gained currency it 
was generally understood that the suspen- 
sion was for an indefinite length of time— 
perhaps permanent, but this rumor is 


branded as a mistake by the abattoir 
authorities. 


The most interesting feature of the sus- 


pension is a story which comes from a re- 
liable source to the effect that a deal is on 
—probably a combination with some other 
company. When asked as to the truth of 
the reported negotiations toward a com- 
bination or consolidation, Secretary Ramsay 
replied: “If there is any such a deal on T 
do not know it.” 

“You would certainly know all about such 
a deal,”’ the reporter suggested. 

Mr. Ramsay made no reply and turned 
his attention to his work. When further 
pressed for a statement as to the meaning 
of the temporary suspension Mr, Ramsay 
took time to talk about ag follows: 

“There is really nothing to this closing 
down at all. It ts a matter of no concern 
to a newspaper—that is, I mean that there 
is no news in it. We are simply closing 
down for a short time because businesg is 
dull. There is no significance to it further 
than what appears on the surface. We've 
got the abattoir and we want to sugpend 
operations in a part of it for awhile—now 
you have the whole story.’’ 

Mr. Ramsay was not inclined to enter 
into details about the closing, and judged 
from his standpoint it is a matter of but 
small moment, When asked how long. the 
period of suspension would probably last 
Mr. Ramsay said he thought about a 


month, or possibly not that long. Others 

connected with the institution said six 

weeks would intervene before business 
. 


would be resumed. 

At the horse markets on Bremen avenué, 
near the abattoir, and in fact throughout 
the stock yards district, the temporary sus- 
pension is talked of by everybody. Nobody 
disputes, that the suspension is only tem- 
porary, yet there are many expressions of 


regret. t was stated at the abattoir office, 
however, that many of the workingmen 
displaced by the temporary suspension 


would be provided for in other departments 
until the resumption of business. The ice 
Plant and other branches of the institution 
will continue without interruption, the 
beef-killing plant being the only depart- 
ment that will close down. At least this 
“ the report made by the attaches of the 
piace. 

As a matter of course, the Union Stock 
Yards proper will contimue business. 

The officers of the abattoir company are 
P. Chouteau Maffitt, President; Dan 
Catlin, Vice-President, William A. 
Ramsay, Secretary and Treasurer. The 
concern is one of the largest of the kind 
in the West, and when it opened for busi- 
ness two years ago last January, there 
was much commercial rejoicing, and the 
opening was attended by a formal cele- 
bration, A vast volume of business has 
been transacted all along, and even now, 
right on the eve of the temporary suspen- 
sion, the abattoir is one of the busiest 
places to be found anywhere in St. Louis. 

Among the stockholders and directors of 
the abattoir company are to be found sev- 
eral of the most wealthy and representa- 
tive St. Louis business men. The abattoir 
represents an investment of about half a 
million @Gollars. ~

A new parce! carrier for wheelmen is 
formed of a narrow box mounted on the 
frame over the rear wheel and fitted evith 
a lock and key in the door at the end. 


A handy music holder that needs no 
standard can be attached to a table by 
means of a spring clamp and has stee! 
arms to hold the sheets of music in place. 

Snare drums can be attached to chairs 
for orchestral playing by méans of a new 
device, consisting of a frame to hold the 
drum fitted with clamps to fasten to the 
chair. 

Foot ball can be played indoors by means 
of a new game board and appartus, the 
board being fitted with goals, etc., and the 
kicking is done by automatic model men 
controlled by levers. 


Cradles and rocking chairs are to be 
manufactured soon which are to be fitted 
with pneumatic.and cushion pads on the 
bottoms of the rockers to make them nolge- 
less and comfortable. 

To keep mucilage brushes from drying 
up a new device has the brush placed in- 
side a metal frame, to spring downward 
when wanted for use by pushmg on a knob 
at the top of the handle.

Young Cassin will 
not be prosecuted. His connection with the 
bank ceased yesterday, and he will begin 
life anew in Atlanta.

A mistaken Mea prevails among some 
housekeepers that every really good soup 
must have a meat foundation. So far from 
this being the case, there are many vex- 
etable soups and purees that are made en- 
tirely without meat. A familiarity with the 
methods of preparing them is especially de- 
sirable during the spring, when meat should 
take a secondary place upon the bill of 
fare. 

Fish contains nearly if not quite as much 
protein ag meat, while lacking in carbon 
and fats. These with their high fuel value 
are furnished by vegetable soups, and this 
is one reason why they make an excellent 
first course at a dinner, where the princi- 


pal dish consists of fish or eggs. 

There is another great advantage pos- 
eessed by the vegetable soups and purees 
which should commend them to every 
housekeeper of economical tendencies. 

They are as a rule much chéaper than 
meat soups and broth, and this, too, when 
all the materials for them have to be pur- 
chased. They are even less costly when 

ey can be made of left-overs, and this is

Useful Suggestions for the Efficient 
and Economical Housewife. 
What efficient and economical housewife 
will not always appreciate a few sugges- 
tions in matters of cleanliness and renova- 
tion? To begin with, the best cleaner of 


hairbrushes is spirits of ammonia and warm 
water. Take a tablespoon of ammonia to a 
quart of water, dip the bristles up and down 
in the water without wetting the back of 
the brush, and rinse in clean warm water, 
then shake well and dry in the air, but not 
in the sun. 

Soap and soda softens the bristles and 
will turn an ivory-backed brush yellow, so 
in case of the latter the following treat- 
ment is recommended: Rub plenty of*’flour 
well in, wrap up in paper and leave all 
night, give a good shaking and remove 
the remaining flour by blowing the brush. 
Ivory that has become yellow by age or 
usage may be whitened by a rood oe 
with fine sandpaper or moist powdere 
pumice stome. 

Tortoise Shell combs or ornaments that 
have lost their polish may be renovated 
by rubbing them with very finely powdered 
rotten stone mixed with a little olive oil. 
The rotten stone should be sifted through 
a piece of fine muslin before mixing it with 
the oil. When all marks are removed pol- 
ish again with a piece of very soft chamois 
leather and a little jeweler’s rouge. 
Glass which has become dull may be 
brought back to its original brightness by 
washing with diluted hydrochloric acid and 
whiting. Marble may be cleaned with com- 
mon dry salt, which may be rubbed directly 
in the soiled sifrface. Ormolu articles and 
trimmings of furniture should be washed 
with pain soap and water and polished with 
chamois leather. To clean brass and cop- 
per a mixture of oil and rotten stone ap- 
plied with a piece of leather and then 
rubbed bright with clean chamois skin, will 
give a beautiful _. A careful house- 
keeper is frequently annoyed by the tannin 
stains in china teacups. They may be us- 
ually removed by rubbing them with a 
little whiting on flannel. Salt will have the 
same effect, but it will sometimes scratch 
very fine ware, 

To clean wall paper use bread about a day 
old. If the paper is only dusty flick and dust 
it with a soft yarn mop. If it is marked 
with grease hold a piece of blotting paper 
over the spot with a hot flat iron for a tow 
moments. Rubbing silver or plated egg 
spoons with a little ete ammonia and salt 
will remove the discoloration caused by the 
sulphur in the egg. The very best way to 
clean mirrors and windows is to rub them 
with a paste of whiting and water. When 
this dries, polish with a chamois skin and 
remove the powder. A little alcohol in cold 


suds should never be uged.

But a Stormy Life in War and Politics Has Not Put 
Even a Streak of Gray in His Hair. 


Gen. Powell Clayton of Arkansas, Minis- 
ter of the United States to the Republic 


of Mexico, who was in St. Louis last week, 
is 64 years old, but nobody unfamiliar with 


h'is history could guess within ten years of 


his age. 

He has seen nearly half a century of the 
most exciting, exhaustive and unremitting 
gtrife, political and military; his life has 
mot been worth a forfeit on so enany occa- 
gions that he cannot himself recount them. 
And yet he stands to-day as straight as an 
Indian, his hair untinged by gray, his pro- 
fuse mustache and imperial untouched by 
t'me. 

He carries an armless sleeve, in remem- 
brance of some of the trials he has passed 
through, but his bearing is so genial, his 
hand-grasp so cordial and his laughter so 
infectious that age has forgotten to put 
ite marks upon him and the ranks of his 
friends have increased with a rapid.ty quite 
shocking to those who were once his in- 
yeterate and implacable enemies. 

The Clayton family in Arkansas has long 


been prominent in the politics of State and 
nation. Powell Clayton, John M,. Clayton 
and Wm. H. H. Clayton became conspicu- 
ous figures in Southern affairs during the 
reconstruction days. John and Willlam 
were twins, born Oct. 13, 1840, in Delaware 
County, Pa. 

John Clayton became a resident of Pine 
Bluff shortly after the war, and for ten

As Colonel! of the Third Kansas Cavalry, 
Powell Clayton followed the fortunes of 
Jen. Samuel R. Curtis’ command of 20,000 
men into Arkansas, ow age, ag m in the 
battle of Elk Horn Tavern, the first fought 
on Arkansas soil, and continued with Cur- 
tis when that officer occupied Helena. 
The fight at Helena occurred July 4, 1863. 
Clayton was with Gen. Steele in the cap- 
ture of Little Rock, and was then assigned 
to the command at Pine Bluff, which place 
he held until the close of the war. 

During his command at Pine Bluff he had 
two desperate encounters with Confederate 
cavalry, one in the attack on Pine Bluff by 
Gen. Marmaduke, which was repulsed, and 
the other with a force under Gen. Dockery, 
at Mount Elba, on Saline River, where he 
captured a large number of prisoners. For 
gallantry in this last-named engagement he 
was promoted to Brigadier-General. 
Shortly after the war, Gen. Clayton mar- 
ried Miss A. B. McGraw of Helena, Ark., 
and in 1867 settled on a plantation near 
Pine Bluff. Here he entered politics in the 
Canvass and election on the Constitution 
and became at once the leader of the Re-

trol. Twelve counties had been denied the 
right to vote by a proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor, who held that their registration had 
not been in conformity with the law. Trou- 
ble ensued and affairs were decidedly turbu- 
lent, but eventually order came out of 
chaos, and with it the erection of the Ar- 
kansas Industrial University, the State Deaf 
Mute Institute, the building of railroads, 
the improvement of levees, the establish- 
ment of free common schools and the fund- 
ing of the State debt. 

The Legislature of 1871 had the duty of 
electing a United States Senator to suc- 
ceed Alexander McDonald. In January 
Gov. Clayton was elected, but the Repub- 
lican majority discovered that Lieut.-Gov. 
Johnson was inclined to be conservative, 
and Clayton himself declared that Johnson, 
at the head of a few Republicans, ‘had 
formed a coalition with the entire conserva- 
tive element of both houses and that his 
course would be adverse to the wishes of 
a large majority of the Republican party.”’ 
To prevent this accession, therefore, the 
Governor declined the Senatorship. But 
early in March Secretary of State White 
resigned, Lieut.-Gov. Johnson was ap- 
posnsea in his place and Sen&ttor O. A. Had.- 
ey elected President of the Senate. Then 
Gov. Clayton was elected United States 
Senator, resigning the Governship March 
14, 1871, being succeeded by Hadley as acting 
Governor. 

During Gov. Clayton's incumbency the 
State became heavily encumbered with 
debt by reason of the vast enterprises in- 
augurated by the Legislature, and he was 
held largely responsible. So he went to 
Washington handicapped by the ill-will of 
the Democrats and conservative Repub- 
licans of Arkansas, who tried to cry him 
down with the stigma of “carpet bagger,” 
although he had been a citizen of Arkansas 
for nine years prior to his election to the 
Senate. 

Along in 1872-1873 came the famous contest 
between Brooks and Boster for the Gover- 
norship, in which war was averted only 
by the interposition of Federal] troops, and 
Senator Clayton took his place with the 
extremists who had sent him to the Senate. 

But everybody is familiar with this bit of 
history. Those were troublesome times, and 
it must be said for Powell Clayton that he 
never deserted his State, his party or his 
friends in any emergency, and after the 
expiration of his term of service in the 
Senate he returned to Arkansas, located in 
Hureka Springs, invested more and more

The first State organization of army chap- 
lains was formed at Moberly, Mo., several 
vears ago. Rev. Thomas H. Hagerty of 
Ransom Post, St. Louis, was made presi- 
dent, and Rev. N. Shumate of Louisiana 
secretary. This convention prepared a 
memorial to the National Encampment, 
which met at Detroit, asking permission 
to form a national body, and help in keep- 
ing the old veterans lined up in the recol- 
lections of their ministry in the field. 

The first national association was then 
formed, under regular auspices, with Rev. 
Thos. H. Hagerty as president; H. S. White 
of Michigan as vice-president, and M. W. 
Hayward of Massachusetts as secretary. 
The president is Rev. Mr.. Taylor of Massa- 
chusetts, who was a private in Mr. Hager- 
ty’s regiment, the 93d Illinois, The méet- 
ing of last September at St. Paul was 
distinguished by the presence and aid of 
Bishop Fowles of Chicago and an encourag- 
ing message from Archbishop Ryan, who 
could not attend on account of a mess of 
other duties.

One day last week a veteran G. A. R, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: “It has 
usually been thought that old soldiers were 
indolent, intemperate and frequently im- 
moral, which, I fear, was too often the 
case in the armies of other countries; but 
the men who enlisted in our late war as @ 
rule were upright men and to a wonderfut 
degree maintained their character through- 
out the long, terrible struggle, coming out of 
it to enter upon civic duties with persistence, 

atriotism and clean hands. It was doubt- 
ess the case that too many of our soldiers 
dissipated, but they, more than others, fell 
by the wayside and terminated their lives 
on the march, in the we and on a 
field from dissipation and sheer reckless- 
ness, leaving the more careful and temper- 
ate to come out into the green and peaceful 
old age.

[It was stolen from him by 
his body servant, but, through @ miracle, 
was located in the City of Mexico and re. 
covered by one of his soldiers. Capt. Mar- 
shall, before his death, gave the pistol to 
his son, Louis Marshall.

meager appropriation that suffices merely 
to dig up a few sand bars or remove a few 
snags each year—in the meantime provid- 
ing sinecure jobs for a lot of Government 
employes. 


Despite this adverse and discouraging 
condition the trade of St. Louis with for- 
eign countries is growing with a ranidity 
that is astounding. With all of the Latin- 
American countries this increase is 
particularly noticeable. As an in- 
stance of this, one firm that does 
business with the countries mentioned 
had last year an average of one letter a 
day translated at the translating bureau 
of the Spanish Club. So far thfs year, the 
average has been eighty per month, an in. 
crease of nearly 300 per cent. This is mere- 
ly one of many instances that can be cited 
to show the growth of the export. business 
of the merchants of St. Louis. 


Grain is the heaviest line of export from 
St. Louis both in tonnage and money value. 
The foreign grain trade for the year 1896 
assumed immense proportions, The amount 
exported by St. Louis houses by rail and 
by river from St. Louis and from interior 
points exceeded 37,000,000 bushels. Of this 
amount 10,527,208 was forwarded by river 
to New Orleans, 3,059,730 bushels via ra.l 
to the Atlantic seaboard, and 118,857 bushels 
to Cuba and Mexico. 

In addition to the above, about 4,000,000 
bushels of wheat and 20,000,000 bushels of 
corn were shipped by St. Louis exporters 
by all rail lines to New Orleans, Galveston 
and Newport News for export by steamer 
and sailing vessel therefrom. This was 
made possible by the low ruling rates of 
freight from the interior to the Atlantic 
and Gulf ports. 

The export business of St. Louis made New 
Orleans the second grain exporting center in 
the United States. faltimore led with 26,- 
300,000 bushels, New Orleans was second with 
25,300 000 bushels and New .York was third 
with 19,100,000 bushels. If there was a line 
of whaleback steamers down the Mississippi 
from St. Louis, New Orleans would become 
the greatest grain exporting city in the 
world, for all of the Western grain would 
center in St. Louis and would be reshipped 
Sees St. Louis elevators to foreign coun- 
tries. 

This city has an immense trade in flour 
with foreign countries,St. Louis brands be- 
ing almost as well known in foreign lands as 
at home. Last year we shipped direct 
from St. Louis 374,621 barrels of flour 
to foreign lands. These shipments were 
divided between England, Scotland, Ger- 
many, Ireland, Austria, Denmark, N 
way, Holland, Belgium, Sweden, New- 
foundland, Cuba, Canada, Central America, 
South America, Mexico, Porto Rico and 
some went even to far away Africa. This 
was all in the face of the fact that the 
local millers were hampered by the partial 
failure of the winter wheat crop, which ow- 
ing to high ruling prices segiously hindered 
winter wheat milling, the pone ty of this 
city. The Spanish-American countries got 
32,331 barrels of our flour during the year. 
An important item of export also was 
bran, of which great quantities went to 
European countries. This was an evident 
advantage to us, for if left in this countr 
it would have come into competition wit 
our corn and oat products. 

One of our most important lines of ex- 
port is live stock. Under this head is in- 
cluded shipments of mules to Cuba and 
Mexico, hogs to Mexico, fine horses to 
Europe and Mexico and other points, and 
cattle to European and Spanish American 
countries dependent upon the United States 
for supplies. Our exports of live stock will 
exceed $1,000,000 per annum. 

Our hog products, classified as “meats,” 
in which is included bacon, hams, lard, etc.

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A LOST CONTINENT. 


THE FABLED ATLANTIS PERHAPS 
JOINED AMERICA AND AUS- 
TRALIA AGES AGO. 


With the discovery of the little animal 
here described comes the discovery of a long 
lost continent. Perhaps the continent fabled 
in tradition, chronicled by many nations to 
have existed, and a puzzle to philosophers 
from Pilato to Ignatius Donnelly—the long 
lost Atlant’s. A mouftgin is sa!d to have 
labored and brought forth a mouse. This 


mouse brought forth a continent. 

An amateur naturalist, while hunting 
in South America, heard of a very rare 
species of mouse, which, according to the 
report of the natives, lives in high brush 
wood and feeds on bird eggs, and is called 
the raton runcho, or opossum rat. He se- 
cured a specimen of this rare rat near 
Bogota, and sent it to Prof. Oldfield Thom- 
as, the zoologist. He no sooner saw the 
specimen than he recognized not only that 
he had a new species but a new family of 
animal, and a wonderful prize. 

And thereby hangs a tale. The fact of 
its being related to those animals of Aus- 
tralia was only the beginning of the great 
surprise in store for science. When its 
ekull had been critically studied it showed 
pecuilarities which at once proved that the 
new marsupial was not closely rélated to 
the opossum, which had hitherto been 
supposed to be the only marsupial in exist- 
ance in the western hemisphere, but a 
branch of the family supposed to have 
been unique to Australia. Such close 
similarity of structure to the trained eve 
of the naturalist means something, and 
upon closer study of it he was positive his 
nhew specimen was first cousin to the mar- 
Suplal of Australia. 

Now comes the problem, how could this 
be when South America where the little 
creature was found, was separated from 
Austrailia by an immense ocean? If the 
animal ie first cousin to those of Aus- 
tralia then it must have traveled from 
that country to South America by land. 
And here is where the naturalist made the 
Greatest discovery. Australia and South 
America must have been in some distant 
age joined by a vast tract of land, and this 
furnished the bridge for the little rodent. 
The natural conclusion was that the lost 
Atlantis must be the submerged conti- 
nent thus revealed by the poueh of the 
little marsupial. 

A book or a map will show where this 
continent connected the two. A direct line 
Tuns through the south pole from Australia 
to Patagonia and Atlantis must have been 
an Atlantic continent, 

At the time when the little anima! 
crossed, the continent had not the tempera- 
ature we now consider a polar climate.

THE PASSION PLAY 
“TN AMBRIGA 


FANATICAL RITES PRACTICED IN 
HOLY WEEK BY INDIANS 
IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


When it was proposed to give the Passion 
Play in this country as it used to be given 
at Oberammergau, the pious were horr'fied 
and denounced it as sacrilegious. Yet the 
Passion Play is reproduced in America 
every year in much more realistic manner 
than was ever attempted or dreamed of at 
Oberammergau, 

Holy week is the time set apart for the 
realistic reproduction of the tragedy at 
Calvary. The actors are Christianized 
Indians. and the exercises are held in 
laces remote from the line of travel, an: 
n sparsely populated regions of New 
Mexico and Colorado. 

At the beginning of Lent these zealous 
and fanatical converts—Penitentes they are 
called—begin in private the penances which 
culminate on Good Friday, in a re-enact- 
ment of the Crucifixion. They thrust cactus 
thorns in each other's flesh, they craw! on 
all fours for miles at a time, they lash 
themselves and each other with whips, and 
otherwise mortify the flesh, not so much in 
expiation of their sins, but because of @ 
superstitious idea that by so doing they will 
be blessed in their crops and herds. 

But on Good Friday the culminating ex- 
ercises are done in public. One man is 
designated to enact the role of Christ. He 
suffers all the humiliation and agony of the 
Christ, with the patience endurance of a 


stoic, and feels honored in his martyrdom. 
Others are selected to represent Peter, 
Pontius Pilate meaty. Martha and the 
other principals in the tragedy 2,000 years 
ago which ushered in a new religion. 


A procession headed by the most devout 


members of the penitentes is formed. All 
are barefooted and Mary naked from the 
hips up. Then the man who is to enact the 
part of the Saviour comes forth at a given 
signal. On his forehead is a crown of cac- 
tus thorns, pressed down tightly so that 
the blood flows in tiny streams down his 
face. A Crogs of heavy timbers is laid on 
his back, making a burden he staggers 
under and the procession moves toward a 
spot known as El Calvario. On the way 
boys and girls run ahead and turn and 
spit in his face, The adults jeer and gibe 
him. All the insults he takes meekly, and 
with never a word of reproach. 

Arrived at Calvary the cross is laid on 
the ground, and the bearer of it is siezed 
and bound to it by his arms and legs. 
Cords of cowhide are used, and go tightly 
are they drawn that they sink into the 
flesh until the blood flows fre@ly. 

Then willing hands seize the cross and 
lant the lower end in a hole in the ground, 
‘he earth is filled in and the cross_re- 
mains upright. The victim’s arms and legs

THIS ANIMAL PROVES THAT A CONTINENT HAS BEEN LOST. 


In relatively recent times this region had 
a climate suited to some of the animals 
now forced to live nearer the equator.

At that time 
all the marsupials dwelt together, when 
suddenly came an upheaval and they were 
ecattered abroad. One lot traveled west, 
and finally came to the western coast of 
Europe. ere they lived until they became 
extinct, and to-day their bones in the rocks 
testify to their presence.

PERFECT TREES 
THREE INCHES TALL. 


QUEER LILLIPUTIANS BROUGHT 
FROM THE ARCTIC REGIONS 
BY AN EXPLORING PARTY. 


A Lilliputian tree, as perfectly formed as 
any huge monarch of the forest, but only 
three inches tall! 

That is the natural wonder which has 
found its way into the forestry and herba- 
ceous collection of Cornell University 

These remarkable dwarfs of the vegetable 
world were brought from the Arctic regions 
by a party of explorers sent out by the 
University. The features of the collection 
—for there are several specimens—are the 


Arctic birch and crowberry. 
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Fourteen hundred dollars for an egg is a 
tidy price. This is at the rate of $16,800 a 
dozen, but there is not a dozen of this par- 
ticular kind in all the world—otherwise the 
price would be more reasonable. In fact, 
this egg is alone in the world. ‘Not a dupli- 
cate Is known to be in existence. 

The precious egg ts that of the moa, or 
dinornis, an immense bird, which formerly 
flourished in New Zealand, but which has 
become extinct in the last 100 years. It 
was of immense size, being from ten to 
fourteen feet in height, and a century ago 
was plentiful enough. 

But it gave way under the spread of 
civilization in the antipodes and early in 
the century not a specimen remained alive. 
The people of that day did not foresee that 
the eggs would ever be prized by collectors 
and not one was saved. 


The egg was found by a workman in New 
Zealand while excavating a foundation for 
a house. With it was the skeleton of a 
Maori chief and, doubtless, In accordance 
with ancient aboriginal custom, the egg, 
then fresh, was buried with him to sustain 
him on his long journey to the spirit land. 
Unfortunately the workman chipped a piece 
out of the egg before he discovered its pres- 
ence. This was kept, however, and artisti- 
cally placed in position again. 

The egg was of enormous size, 10% Inches 
long, 7 inches wide, and the shell was 
thicker than an American 25 cent piece. 

The ege was carried to England, and then 
it fell into the hands of J. C. Stevens, a 
naturalist, who knew its rarity and value, 
The first the scientific world knew of its 
existence was by an advertisement setting 
forth that he would sell an almost pertect 
specimen of a moa‘s egg on a certain date. 
This interested the scientists of all Europe, 
and naturalists crossed seas and traveled 
hundreds of miles to inspect the rare egg. 

On the day of the sale there was a large 
attendance and the bidding was quite live- 
ly. It started at 100 pounds and was bid up 
to 280 pounds, or $1,400, at which figure it 
was secured by a collector for his private 
collection. 

This collector finally sold the ese at a 
profit to the British Museum, where it now 
lies under a glass case, carefully guarded 
against theft or damage.

It broke its long silence and proved itself 
the Patti of birds. It was the first of its 
kind that was ever successfully taught a 
song. 

After its first effort it repeated the song 
much to the delight of its hearers. 

Its notes were clear and distinct, and 
when it had finished it looked knowingly 
about and then settled down for a nap. 

The man who trained it had expended 
much time and patience on it. His meth- 
ods were simple, though to many they may 
appear mysterfous and impossibk. 

When it was very young the trainer 
placed it alone in the cage and darkened 
the room, then wrapped a cloth about the 
cage. At intervals he would enter the room 
with a musical instrumentc of the organetie 
type, which gave forth the one tune, “An- 
nie Rooney.” 

It required weeks and months to teach the 
bird to chirp the first notes of the song 
and follow the organ, but after this was ac- 
complished it was not long befere the little 
creature mastered the entire song. 

He was handsomely rewarded for his 
trouble, for the bird bought a good price, as 
it is the first canary to accomplish such @ 
difficult task. 

The present owner of the bird, Mr. Len- 
chow, heard that a barber had a bird which 
he taught to sing “Home, Sweet Home,” for 
which he was offered $1,000, but he never 


saw it. = 

The little bird that sings ““Annie Rooney 
can be heard at any téme of the day when 
in a mood for music singing this song. 


These trees are exact counterparts in 
every detall 6f those of the same name 
found ™® our erican forests, except as to 
size. The dwarf birch, however, has this dif- 
ference, that it bears fruit. The explorers 
found the birch trees on the island of Disko. 
They found them covered with a’small and 
edible berry, with a taste like that of the 
juniper berry. The Nsquimaux eat them, 
and they are said to be very healthful. 
Apart from this all of the dwarfs are coun- 
terparts of the trees found in temperate 
climate, both in the texture and shape of 
leaf and grain of wood. 

Another dwarf in addition to those men- 
tioned, specimens of which were brought 
back by the Cornell explorers, ig the arctic 
willow, and another species known as the 
“bear’’ willow. In these it !s curious to 
observe the leaf formation and the quality 
of sap which exudes from a broken twig. 
A willow twig makes an acceptable whis- 
tle for young America. The difference be- 
tween the American willow and its dwarf 
counterpart in the land of snow and ice 
may be imagined when it is told that the 
same size of whistle may be made from 
the main trunk of the latter. 

The arctic crowberry is called the em- 
etrum nigrum by the naturalists. It is a 

ig name for so small a tree, but your 
scientist does not measure anything by 
the size of the name bestowed on it. 

The specimens found are very rare, and 
those secured by Cornell are the first to 
be brought to this country. Most of them 
were obtained at Wilcox Head. where the 
explorers did most of their work. Others 
were found on the Greenland coast. at 
Goldhaven, and still others on the Island 
of Disko. 


A PETRIFACTION FARM. 


It Contains a Creek Whose Waters 
Turn Everything to Stone. 


Humphrey’s Creek, a small mountain 
stream near Rapid City, N. D., has the pe- 
culiar property of petrifying anything that 
is allowed to remain any length of time in 
its waters. A Swede named Christianson 
has established what he calls a petrifaction 


farm on the stream and advertises to pet- 
rify human bodies at prices ranging from 
$50 to $200. He will also petrify pet dogs, 
cats birds, etc., at “prices to suit custom- 
ers. 


“COSSACK” RIDING 
BY U.S. CAVALRYMEN, 


> -— ---— 


TROOP A, SIXTH CAVALRY, THE 
MOST DARING RIDERS IN 
THE WORLD. 


Troop A of the 6th United States Cavalry 
is made up of about as daring and skillful 
riders as are to be found in the world, It 
is doubtful, in fact, if there is to be found 
in any army in the world an entire com- 
pany whose officers and men can match 
the feats of horsemanship which the offi- 
cers and men of Troop A do with’so much 
ease and fearlessness. 

Troop A, now stationed at Fort Myer. 
Va., near Washington, gave a drill and ex- 
hibition of feats of wild Cossack riding 
week before last during which instanta- 
neous photographs were taken, which seized 
riders and horses at some of the most ex- 
citing and critical moments in a number of 


the remarkable feats that were performed. 
These feats have never been photographed 
before, and the pictures here reproduced 
make curious as well as valuable studies in 
motion. 
The exhibition began by putting the sev- 
enty men of the troop through a number 
of evolutions, all of which were executed 
with a celerity and clock-work precision 
that were marvelous. Then followed the 
feats of Cossack riding. A tall, splendidly 
built trooper rode two horses, standing up- 
right, with one foot on each horse. e 
swept across the fleld like a whirlwind. 
At the far end was a high hurdle. The 
horses seemed to rise in the air like birds 
when they came to it, and, as they soared 
over it the rider’s feet were as immovable 
upon their backs as though nailed there. 
The trooper was in no way copes 
equipped for this feat. He wore his ordi- 
nary uniform and accouterments and on his 
feet were his heavy cavairy boots. 
One after another all the troopers went 
through similar exercises, .Now in single 
row, four abreast, and all standing up- 
right on their horses’ backs, they swept 
here and there across the wet, slippery 
field without once breaking line or once 
making a mistake. 

teas rode on top of their horses, under 
their horses and hanging heads downwards 
from their horses’ sides and backs. A

with these men. The ordinary horseback 
riding*in a circus was as tame as the am- 
bling of a street car hack compared with 
it. here was a wild, free, dare-devil dash 
about it that was indes¢ribably exhilarat- 
ing.

Capt. Kendall is in command of Troop A, 
and Lieut. Short, who is responsible for the 
introduction of the so-called Cossack riding 
now in vogue in the cavalry service, is the 
Fort Myer riding master. Lieut. Short’s ser- 
vice has been all in the West, and both 
Capt. Kendall and he and the men of Troop 
A have seen as much and as flerce Indian 
fighting as has fallen to the lot of any troop 
in the service. Speaking of the riding of the 
Indians, Lieut. Short said: 


“The horseback work of the Indians does 
not compare with that of these men. The 
Indians do daring riding in the excitement 
of battle or of danger, but these men beat 
them, and doit at aor time, at any moment, 
and in perfectly cool blood.” 

The horses of Troop A are as well trained 
in thelr way as the men. A very pretty 
sight is to see them trot sideways, all in 
even line, crossing first the fore legs and 
then the hind legs alternately. Most horses 
require more than one word of command, 
the Troop A horses respond instantly at the
